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PREFACE, ON HOUSEHOLD PRAYER: 



Every Christian Household ought to be a Church 
in miniature. The ties of Family are ordained of God, 
and should be consecrated to Him by the regular cot- 
lective worship of the Family ^ conducted, in the absence 
of a Priest, by its Head. In the houses of Clergymen, 
and elsewhere, when possible, it is well to have a room 
set apart for the purpose, simply furnished in such a 
manner as to indicate its appropriation to holy uses. 
An oblong room is best, with a Prayer Desk, at which 
the Header may kneel facing the end wall or window 
furthest away from the door. The congregation should 
r^nge themselves down the two sides of the room, with 
their hacks to the wall, and, without turning round, 
kneel down in that position, so as still to face each 
other. The males and females may take opposite sides, 
or the family one side and the servants the other. Chairs, 
or long benches, may be placed along, and close to, 
the side walls. But if the room be narrow this is not 
necessary, as those assembled may stand during the 
saying of the Psalms or the reading of the Lesson, 

With regard to the Prayers to be used, the Editor 
would give the following recommendations : 

I. In cases where attendance at the daily Church 
Service is out of the question, to use as much of the daily 
Matins and Evensong of the Prayer-Book as may be 
possible. It is the greatest possible mistake to suppose 
that familiarity with them, from constant private or 
household use, lessens their value, or our reverent ap- 
preciation of them, as Public Offices of the Church.

earnestly to he desired that they were really * familiar 
in our mouths as household words.' For use in families 
they would of course he shortened. This may he done 
in the following ways. 

(a) Begin with the Lord's Prayer, (except in the 
Evening y when the Confession may he said;) omit the 
Canticles and the first Lesson ; after the Third Collect 
sayf, in the Morning, only the Prayers * For the Clergy 
and People,' and ^For all Conditions,' and in the 
Evening, only the * General Thanksgiving;' concluding 
with * The gra^ce of our Lord,' dc. This will not take 
more than a quarter of an hour. 

(b) The Daily Services may be still further shortened 
by saying the Creed only once, either Morning or 
Evening, and concluding after the Third Collect 

(c) On Wednesdays and Fridays, after the Psalms 
and Lessons, the Litany might be said instead of the 
Daily Prayers. 

II. On Sundays, and whensoever attendance at the 
public Service is possible, it is undesirable to have at 
home a form of Prayer involving repetition in the case of 
those members of the Household who may be able to go 
to Church. We may then adopt either of the two latter 
of the following forms of Daily Prayer for a Household, 
of which the first is abridged from the Offices prescribed 
in the ancient English Use of Salisbury for use at 
morning and night, and the second from those given 
in the American Book of Common Prayer, 

The Hymns, with the one exception of that for 
Whitsuntide, are taken, with the kind permission of the 
Editors, from " Hymns Ancient and Modem." They 
should, if possible, he sung ; a>s they easily may he with 
the help of the edition of that excellent Hymnal which 
gives the simple melody for each Hymn in the Treble 
Part. Otherwise they may he recited in alternate verses 
by the Reader and those assembled.

Jesm saidf It hath been said. Whosoever shall put 
away his wife, let him give her a writing of divorce- 
ment. But I say unto you, That whosoever shall 
put away his wife, saving for the cause of fornication, 
causeth her to commit adultery; and whosoever 
shall marry her that is divorced committeth 
adultery. 

Again, ye have heard that it hath been said 
by them of old time, Thou shalt not forswear 
thyself, but shalt perform imto the Lord thine 
oaths. 

But! say imto you. Swear not at all; neither by 
heaven, for it is God*s throne : nor by the earth, for 
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it is His footstool : neither by Jerusalem, for it is 
the city of the great Bang. Neither shalt thou swear 
by thy head, because thou canst not make one hair 
white or black. But let your communication be 
Yea, yea; nay, nay: for whatsoever is more than 
these Cometh of evil. 

Ye have heard that it hath been said, An eye for 
an eye, and a tooth for a tooth : 

But I say unto you, That ye resist not evil : but 
whosoever shall smite thee on thy right cheek, turn 
to him the other also. And if any man will sue 
thee at the law, and take away thy coat, let him have 
thy cloke also.

After this manner therefore pray ye : 

Oar Father Which art in heaven. Hallowed be 
Thy Name* Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
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done in earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this day 
our daily hread. And forgive us our dehts, as we 
forgive our dehtors. And lead us not into tempt- 
ation, hut deliver us from evil. For Thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for ever.

But lay up 
for yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where thieves do 
not hreak through nor steal. For where your 
treasure is, there will your heart he also.

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light. But if thine eye be evil, thy whole body 
shall be full of darkness. If therefore the light 
that is in thee be darkness, how great is that 
darkness ! 

No man can serve two masters : for either he will 
hate the one, and love the other: or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye 
cannot serve God and mammon. 

Therefore I say imto you. Take no thought for 
your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; 
nor yet for your body, what ye shall put on. Is 
not the life more than meat, and the body than 
raiment? 

Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow not, 
neither do they reap, nor gather into bams; yet 
your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye not 
much better than they ? 

Which of you by taking thought can add one 
cubit imto his stature ? And why take ye thought 
for raiment? Consider the lilies of the field, how 
they grow; they toil not, neither do they spin: 
and yet I say unto you. That even Solomon in all 
his glory was not arrayed like one of these. Where- 
fore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, 
which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into the 
oven, shall He not much more clothe you, O ye of 
little faith? 

Therefore take no thought, saying. What shall 
we eat? or. What shall we drink? or. Wherewithal 
shall we be clothed? (for after all these things do 
the Gentiles seek :) for your heavenly Father know- 
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eth that ye have need of all these things. But seek 
ye first the Kingdom of God, and His righteousness ; 
and all these things shall he added unto you. 

Take therefore no thought for the morrow ; for the 
morrow shall take thought for the things of itself.

Thou 
hypocrite, first cast out the beam out of thine own 
eye ; and then shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother's eye. 

Give not that which is holy unto the dogs; 
neither cast ye your pearls before swine, lest they 
trample them under their feet, and turn again, and 
rend you. 

Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall 
find ; knock, and it shall be opened unto you. For 
every one that asketh receiveth ; and he that seeketh 
findeth; and to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened. 
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Or what man is there of you, whom if his son ask 
bread, will he give him a stone ? or if he ask a fish, 
will he give him a serpent ? If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your Father Which is in 
Heaven give good things to them that ask Him ? 

Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so to them : for 
this is the law and the prophets. 

Enter ye in at the strait gate: for wide is the 
gate, and broad is the way, that leadeth to destruction, 
and many there be which go in thereat: because 
strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, which 
leadeth unto life, and few there be that £nd it 

S. Matthew vii. 15. 

Jesus said. Beware of false prophets, which come 
to you in sheep's clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. 

Ye shall know them by their fruits. Do men 
gather grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles ? Even so 
every good tree bringeth forth good fruit: but a 
corrupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil firuit, neither can a corrupt 
tree bring forth good fruit Every tree that bringeth 
not forth good fiiiit is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire. Wherefore by their fruits ye shall know 
them. 

Not every one that saith imto Me, Lord, Lord, 
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shall enter into the Kingdom of Heaven ; but he that 
doeth the will of My Father Which is in Heaven. 

Many will say to Me in that day, Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in Thy Name ? and in Thy Name 
have cast out devils ? and in Thy Name done many 
wonderful works? And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you : depart from Me, ye that 
work iniquity. 

Therefore whosoever heareth these sayings of 
Mine, and doeth them, I will liken him unto a 
wise man, which built his house upon a rock : and 
the rain descended, and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon that house; and it fell 
not : for it was founded upon a rock. 

And every one that heareth these sayings of Mine, 
and doeth them not, shall be likened imto a foolish 
man, which built his house upon the sand. And the 
rain descended, and the floods came, and the winds 
blew, and beat upon that house ; and it fell : and 
great was the fall of it. 

And it came to pass, when Jesus had ended 
these sayings, the people were astonished at His 
doctrine : for He taught them as one having authority, 
and not as the scribes. 

S. Matthew x. 28. 
Jems said to His disciples. Fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill the soul: but 
rather fear Him Which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell. 
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Are not two sparrows sold for a farthing ? and one 
of them shall not fall on the ground without your 
Father. But the very hairs of your head are all 
numbered. Fear ye not therefore, ye are of more 
value than many sparrows. 

Whosoever therefore shall confess Me before 
men, him will I confess also before My Father Which 
is in Heaven. But whosoever shall deny Me before 
men, him will I also deny before My Father Which 
is in Heaven. 

Think not that I am come to send peace on earth : 
I came not to send peace, but a sword. For I am 
come to set a man at variance against his father, and 
the daughter against her mother, and the daughter 
in law against her mother in law. And a man*s 
foes shall be they of his own household. 

He that loveth father or mother more than Me is 
not worthy of Me: and he that loveth son or 
daughter more than Me, is not worthy of Me. And 
he that taketh not his cross, and foUoweth after Me, 
is not worthy of Me. 

He that findeth his life shall lose it : and he that 
loseth his life for My sake shall find it. 

And again we read in Saint Matthew xvi. 24. 

Then said Jesus unto His disciples, If any man 
will come after Me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross, and follow Me. 

For whosoever will save his life shall lose it; 
and whosoever will lose his life for My sake shall 
find it. 

For what is a man profited, if he shall gain the 
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whole world, and lose his own soul ? or what shall 
a man give in exchange for his soul ? 

For the Son of Man shall come in the glory of 
His Father with His Angels: and then He shall 
reward every man according to his works. 

&inttf ttioxninq. 

S. Matthew xviii. 

At the same time came the disciples unto Jesus, 
saying. Who is the greatest in the Kingdom of 
Heaven ? 

And Jesus called a little child unto Him, and set 
him in the midst of them, and said, Verily I say 
unto you, Except ye be converted, and become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into the Kingdom 
of Heaven. Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same is greatest in 
the Kingdom of Heaven. And whoso shall receive 
one such little child in My name, receiveth Me. 
But whoso shall offend one of these little ones which 
believe in Me, it were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and that he were 
drowned in the depth of the sea. 

Woe unto the world because of offences! for it 
must needs be that offences come ; but woe to that 
man by whom the offence cometh ! 

Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot offend thee, 
cut them off, and cast them from thee : it is better 
for thee to enter into life halt or maimed, rather 
than having two hands or two feet to be cast into 
everlasting fire. 
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And if thine eye offend thee, pluck it out, and 
cast it from thee : it is better for thee to enter into 
life with one eye, rather than having two eyes to be 
cast into hell fire. 

Take heed that ye despise not one of these little 
ones; for I say unto you. That in Heaven their 
Angels do always behold the Face of My Father 
Which is in Heaven. 

For the Son of Man is come to save that which 
was lost. 

How think ye ? if a man have an hundred sheep, 
and one of them be gone astray, doth he not leave 
the ninety and nine, and goeth into the moimtains, 
and seeketh that which is gone astray ? And if so 
be that he find it, verily I say unto you, he rejoiceth 
more of that sheep, than of the ninety and nine 
which went not astray. Even so it is not the will of 
your Father Which is in Heaven that one of these 
little ones should perish.

S. Matthew xviii. 15. 

Jesm said to His disciples, Moreover, if thy brother 
shall trespass against thee, go and tell him his 
fault between thee and him alone : if he shall hear 
thee, thou hast gained thy brother. 

But if he will not hear thee, then take with thee 
one or two more, that in the mouth of two or three 
witnesses every word may be established. And if 
he shall neglect to hear them, tell it unto the 
Church: but if he neglect to hear the Church, 
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let him be unto thee as an heathen man and a 

publican. 

Verily I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall bind 

on earth shall be bound in Heaven : and whatsoever 

ye shall loose on earth shall be loosed in Heaven. 
Again I say unto you, That if two of you shall 

agree on earth as touching any thing that they shall 

ask, it shall be done for them of My Father Which 

is in Heaven. 

For where two or three are gathered together in 

My Name, there am I in the midst of them. 

Then came Peter to Him, and said, Lord, how oft 

shall my brother sin against me, and I forgive him ? 
till seven times ? 

Jesus saith unto him, I say not imto thee. Until 
seven times ; but, Until seventy times seven. 

Therefore is the Kingdom of Heaven likened 
unto a certain king, which would take account of his 
servants. And when he had begun to reckon, one 
was brought imto him which owed him ten 
thousand talents. But forasmuch as he had not 
to pay, his lord commanded him to be sold, and his 
wife, and children, and all that he had, and payment 
to be made. The servant therefore fell down, and 
worshipped him, saying, Lord, have patience with me, 
and I will pay thee all. Then the lord of that servant 
was moved with compassion, and loosed him, and 
forgave him the debt. But the same servant went out, 
and found one of his fellow servants, which owed him 
an hundred pence : and he laid hands on him, and took 
him by the throat, saying. Pay me that liixou o^^%\.. 
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And his fellow servant fell down at his feet, and 
besought him, saying, Have patience with me, and 
I will pay thee all. And he would not : but went 
and cast him into prison, till he should pay the 
debt. So when his fellow servants saw what was done, 
they were very sorry, and came and told imto their 
lord all that was done. Then his lord, after that he 
had called him, said imto him, thou wicked 
servant, I forgave thee all that debt, because thou 
desiredst me: shouldest not thou also have had 
compassion on thy fellow servant, even as 1 had pity 
on thee? And his lord was wroth, and delivered 
him to the tormentors, till he should pay all that 
was due unto him. 

So likewise shall My heavenly Father do also unto 
you, if ye from your hearts forgive ngt every one his 
V brother their trespasses. 

S. Matthew lodv. 36. 

Jesus said, Of that day and hour knoweth no man, 
no, not the Angels of Heaven, but My Father only. 

But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the 
Coming of the Son of Man be. For as in the days 
that were before the Flood they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, until 
the day that Noe entered into the ark, and knew 
not until the flood came, and took them all 
away; so shall also the Coming of the Son of 
Man be. 
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Then shall two be in the field ; the one shall be 
taken, and the other left. Two women shall be 
grinding at the mill ; the one shall be taken, and the 
other left. 

Watch therefore : for ye know not what hour your 
Lord doth come. 

fiut know this, that if the goodman of the house 
had known in what watch the thief would come, he 
would have watched, and would not have suffered 
his house to be broken up. 

Therefore be ye also ready : for in such an hour 
as ye think not the Son of Man cometh. 

Who then is a faithful and wise servant, whom 
his lord hath made ruler over his household, to 
give them meat in due season? Blessed is that 
servant, whom his lord when he cometh shall find 
so doing. Verily I say unto you, That he shall* 
make him ruler over all his goods. 

But and if that evil servant shall say in his heart, 
My lord delayeth his coming: and shall begin to 
smite his fellow servants, and to eat and drink with 
the drunken; the lord of that servant shall come 
in a day when he looketh not for him, and in an 
hour that he is not aware of, and shall cut him 
asunder, and appoint him his portion with the hypo- 
crites : there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth.

S. Matthew xxv. 31. 
Jesus said unto His disciples. When the Son of Man 
shall come in His glory, and all tVve Yvo\^' kxi^*^'^ 
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with Him, then shall He sit upon the throne of 
His glory. 

And before Him shall be gathered all nations: 
and He shall separate them one from another, 
as a shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats : 

And He shall set the sheep on His right hand, 
but the goats on the left. 

Then shall the King say unto them on His right 
hand, Come, ye blessed of My Father, inherit the 
Kingdom prepared for you from the foimdation of 
the world : for I was an hungred, and ye gave Me 
meat : I was thirsty, and ye gave Me drink : I was a 
stranger, and ye took Me in : naked, and ye clothed 
Me : I was sick, and ye visited Me : I was in prison, 
and ye came unto Me. 

Then shall the righteous answer Him, saying, 
*Lord, when saw we Thee an hungred, and fed Thee? 
or thirsty, and gave Thee drink ? when saw we Thee 
a stranger, and took Thee in ? or naked, and clothed 
Thee ? or when saw we Thee sick, or in prison, and 
came unto Thee ? 

And the King shall answer and say imto them. 
Verily I say unto you. Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these My brethren, ye have 
done it unto Me. 

Then shall He say also unto them on the left 
hand, Depart from Me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his angels : for I was 
an hungred, and ye gave Me no meat: I was 
thirsty, and ye gave Me no drink : I was a stranger, 
and ye took Me not in : naked, and ye clothed 
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Me not: sick, and in prison, and ye visited Me 
not. 

Then shall they also answer Him, saying, Lord, 
when saw we Thee an hungred, or athirst, or a 
stranger, or naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not 
minister imto Thee ? 

Then shall He answer them, saying, Verily I say 
unto you. Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the 
least of these, ye did it not to Me. 

And these shall go away into everlasting punish- 
ment : hut the righteous into Life Eternal. 

S. Mark xii. 28. 

And one of the scrihes came, and having heard 
them reasoning together, and perceiving that He 
had answered them well, asked Him, Which is the 
first commandment of all ? 

And Jesus answered him. The first of all the 
commandments is, Hear, O Israel; The Lord our 
God is one Lord : and thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind, and with all thy strength : this is 
the first commandment. And the second is like, 
namely this. Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self. There is none other commandment greater 
than these. 

And the scribe said unto Him, Well, Master, 
Thou hast said the truth: for there is one God; 
and there is none other but He : and to love Him 
with all the heart, and with all the \nideT^\;aiXidAxv^^ 
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and with all the soul, and with all the strength, and 
to love his neighbour as himself, is more than all 
whole burnt offerings and sacrifices. 

And when Jesus saw that he answered discreetly. 
He said unto him, Thou art not far from the 
Kingdom of God. And no man after that durst ask 
Him any question.

S. Lnke vi. 20. 

And Jesus lifted up His eyes on His disciples, 
and said. 

Blessed be ye poor, for yours is the Kingdom 
of God. 

Blessed are ye that hunger now, for ye shall be 
filled. 

Blessed are ye that weep now, for ye shall laugh. 

Blessed are ye when men shall hate you, and 
when they shall separate you from their company, 
and shall reproach you, and cast out your name as 
evil, for the Son of Man's sake. Rejoice ye in that 
day, and leap for joy: for, behold, your reward is 
great in Heaven: for in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the Prophets. 

But woe unto you that are rich! for ye have 
received your consolation. 

Woe unto you that are full ! for ye shall hunger. 

Woe imto you that laugh now! for ye shall mourn 
and weep. 

Woe unto you when all men shall speak well of 
jrou / forso did their fathers to the false prophets. 
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But I say unto you which hear, Love your 
enemies, do good to them which hate you, hless 
them that curse you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you. And imto him that smiteth 
thee on the one cheek, ofifer also the other ; and him 
that taketh away thy cloke, forbid not to take thy 
coat also. Give to every man that asketh of thee; 
and of him that taketh away thy goods, ask them not 
again. And as ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye also to them likewise. 

For if ye love them which love you, what thank 
have ye ? for sinners also love those that love them. 
And if ye do good to them which do good to you, 
what thank have ye? for sinners also do even the 
same. And if ye lend to them of whom ye hope to 
receive, what thank have ye? for sinners also lend to 
sinners, to receive as much again. 

But love ye your enemies, and do good, and lend, 
hoping for nothing again ; and your reward shall be 
great, and ye shall be the children of the Highest : 
for He is kind unto the imthankful and to the evil. 

Be ye therefore merciful, as your Father also is 
merciful.

S. Luke vi. 37. 

Jesus said to His disciples. Judge not, and ye shall 
not be judged: condemn not, and ye shall not be 
condemned : forgive, and ye shall be forgiven. 
Give, and it shall be given unto you; good m^^>ax^^ 
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pressed down, and shaken together, and running 
over, shall men give into your hosom. For with the 
same measure that ye mete withal it shall be 
measured to you again. 

And He spake a parable unto them, Can the 
blind lead the blind ? shall they not both fall into 
the ditch? 

The disciple is not above his ma&ter: but every 
one that is perfect shall be as his master. 

And why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye, but perceivest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye ? Either how canst thou say to 
thy brother. Brother, let me pull out the mote that 
is in thine eye, when thou thyself beholdest not the 
beam that is in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, 
cast out first the beam out of thine own eye, and 
then shalt thou see clearly to pull out the mote that 
is in thy brother's eye. 

For a good tree bringeth not forth corrupt fruit ; 
neither doth a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. 
For every tree is known by his own fruit. For of 
thorns men do not gather figs, nor of a bramble bush 
gather they grapes. 

A good man out of the good treasure of his heart 
bringeth forth that which is good ; and an evil man 
out of the evil treasure of his heart bringeth forth 
that which is evil : for of the abundance of the heart 
his mouth speaketh. 

And why call ye Me, Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say ? 

Whosoever cometh to Me, and heareth My sayings^ 
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and doeth them, I will shew you to whom he is 
like. He is like a man which built a house, and 
digged deep, and laid the foundation on a rock : and 
when the flood arose, the stream beat vehemently 
upon that house, and could not shake it : for it was 
founded upon a rock. 

But he that heareth, and doeth not, is like a man 
that without a foundation built an house upon the 
earth ; against which the stream did beat vehemently, 
and immediately it fell ; and the ruin of that house 
was great 

S. Luke xii. 15. 

And Jesus said unto them. Take heed, and 
beware of covetousness : for a man's life consisteth 
not in the abundance of the things which he 
possesseth. 

And He spake a parable unto them, saying. The 
ground of a certain rich man brought forth plentifully. 
And he thought within himself, saying. What shall I 
do, because I have no room where to bestow my 
firuits ? And he said, This will I do : I will pull 
down my bams, and build greater; and there will 
I bestow all my fruits and my goods. And I will 
say to my soul. Soul, thou hast much goods laid 
up for many years; take thine ease, eat, drink, 
and be merry. But God said unto him. Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be required of thee : 
then whose shall these things be which thou hast 
provided ? 
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So is he that layeth up treasure for himself, and 
is not rich toward God. 

And He said unto His disciples, Therefore I 
say unto you, Take no thought for your life, what 
ye shall eat; neither for the hody, what ye shall 
put on. 

The life is more than meat, and the hody is more 
than raiment. 

Consider the ravens: for they neither sow nor 
reap ; which neither have storehouse nor ham ; and 
Ood feedeth them: how much more are ye better 
than the fowls ? 

And which of you with taking thought can add to 
his stature one cubit? If ye then be not able to 
do that thing which is least, why take ye thought for 
the rest? 

Consider the lilies how they grow: they toil 
not, they spin not; and yet I say unto you, that 
Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one of 
these. If then God so clothe the grass, which is to- 
day in the field, and to-morrow is cast into the 
oven ; how much more will He clothe you, O ye of 
little faith? 

And seek not ye what ye shall eat, or what ye 
shall drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. For all 
these things do the nations of the world seek after ; 
and your Father knoweth that ye have need of 
these things. But rather seek ye the Kingdom of 
God ; and all these things shall be added unto you. 

Fear not, little flock ; for it is your Father's good 
pleasure to give you the Kingdom. 
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Sell that ye have, and give alms; provide yourselves 
bags which wax not old, a treasure in the Heavens 
that faileth not, where no thief approacheth, neither 
moth corrupteth. For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

liOt yoiur loins be girded about, and your lights 
burning ; and ye yourselves like unto men that wait 
for their Lord, when He will return from the 
wedding; that when He cometh and knocketh, 
they may open unto Him immediately. 

Blessed are those servants, whom the Lord when 
He cometh shall find watching: verily I say unto 
you, that He shall gird Himself, and make them 
to sit down to meat, and will come forth and serve 
them. And if He shall come in the second watch, 
or come in the third watch, and find them so, blessed 
are those servants. 

And this know, that if the goodman of the house 
had known what hour the thief would come, he would 
have watched, and not have suffered his house to be 
broken through. 

Be ye therefore ready also : for the Son of Man 
cometh at an hour when ye think not.

S. Luke ziii. 23. 

Then said one unto Him, Lord, are there few that 
be saved ? And He said unto them. 

Strive to enter in at the strait gate : for many, 
I say unto you, will seek to enter in, and shall not 
be able. 
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When once the Master of the house is risen up, 
and hath shut to the door, and ye begin to stand 
without, and to knock at the door, saying. Lord, 
Lord, open unto us ; and He shall answer and say 
unto you, I know you not whence ye are : then shall 
ye begin to say. We have eaten and drunk in 
Thy presence, and Thou hast taught in our streets. 

But He shall say, I tell you, I know you not 
whence ye are; depart from Me, all ye workers 
of iniquity. 

There shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth, 
when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, 
and all the Prophets, in the Kingdom of God, and 
you yourselves thrust out. 

And they shall come from the east, and from the 
west, and from the north, and from the south, and 
shall sit down in the Kiugdom of God. 

And, behold, there are last which shall be first, 
and there are first which shall be last 

(Sig^Utnt^ fiHoxninq* 

S. Luke xiv. 25. 

And there went great multitudes with Him : and 
He turned, and said unto them. 

If any man come to Me, and hate not his father, 
and mother, and wife, and children, and brethren, 
and sisters, yea, and his own life also, he cannot be 
My disciple. 

And whosoever doth not bear his cross, and come 
after Me, cannot be My disciple. 
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For which of you mtending to build a tower, 
sitteth not down first, and counteth the cost, whether 
he have sufficient to finish it? Lest haply, after 
he hath laid the foundation, and is not able to 
finish it, all that behold it begin to mock him, 
saying, This man began to build, and was not able 
to finish. 

Or what king, going to make war against another 
king, sitteth not down first, and consulteth whether 
he be able with ten thousand to meet him that 
Cometh against him with twenty thousand? Or 
else, while the other is yet a great way off, he 
sendeth an ambassage, and desireth conditions of 
peace. 

So likewise, whosoever he be of you that forsaketh 
not all that he hath, he cannot be My disciple.

S. Luke XY. 1. 

Then drew near unto Jesus all the publicans and 
sinners for to hear Him. And the Pharisees and 
Scribes murmured, saying. This man receiveth sin- 
ners, and eateth with them. 

And He spake this parable unto them, saying. 
What man of you having an hundred sheep, if he 
lose one of them, doth not leave the ninety and 
nine in the wilderness, and go after that which 
is lost until he find it ? And when he hath found it, 
he layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when 
he cometh home, he calleth together his friends and 
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neighbours, saying unto them, Rejoice with me ; for 
I have found my sheep which was lost. 

I say unto you, that likewise joy shall be in 
Heaven over one sinner that repenteth, more than 
over ninety and nine just persons, which need no 
repentance. 

Either what woman having ten pieces of silver, if 
she lose one piece, doth not light a candle, and 
sweep the house, and seek diligently till she find 
it? And when she hath found it, she calleth 
her friends and her neighbours together, sajring, 
Rejoice with me ; for I have found the piece which 
I had lost. 

Likewise, I say unto you, there is joy in the 
presence of the Angels of God over one sinner that 
repenteth. 

And He said, A certain man had two sons. And 
the younger of them said to his father. Father, give 
me the portion of goods that falleth to me. And he 
divided unto them his living. And not many days 
after, the younger son gathered all together, and took 
his journey into a far country, and there wasted his 
substance with riotous living. And when he had 
spent all, there arose a mighty famine in that land ; 
and he began to be in want. And he went and 
joined himself to a citizen of that country; and he 
sent him into his fields to feed swine. And he 
would fain have filled his belly with the husks 
that the swine did eat : and no man gave unto him. 
And when he came to himself, he said. How many 
hired servants of my father's have bread enough and 
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to spare, and I perish with hunger! 1 will arise 
and go to my father, and will say unto him, Father, 
I have sinned against Heaven and before thee, and 
am no more worthy to be called thy son : make me 
as one of thy hired servants. 

And he arose, and came to his father. But when 
he was yet a great way ofif, his father saw him, and 
had compassion, and ran, and fell on his neck, and 
kissed him. 

And the son said unto him. Father, I have sinned 
against Heaven, and in thy sight, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son. 

But the father said to his servants. Bring forth the 
best robe, and put it on him ; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on his feet : and bring hither the 
fatted calf, and kill it ; and let us eat and be merry : 
for this my son was dead, and is alive again ; he was 
lost, and is found. 

S. Luke zriii. 18. 

And a certain ruler asked Him, saying. Good 
Master, what shall I do to inherit eternal life ? 

And Jesus said unto him. Why callest thou Me 
good ? none is good, save one, that is, God. 

Thou knowest the commandments. Do not commit 
adultery. Do not kill. Do not steal. Do not bear false 
witness. Honour thy father and thy mother. 

And he said. All these have I kept from my 
youth up. 

Now when Jesus heard these things, He said uxvt^ 
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him, Yet lackest thou one thing : sell all that thou 
hast, and distribute unto the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in Heaven : and come, follow Me. 

And when he heard this, he was very sorrowful : 
for he was very rich. 

And when Jesus saw that he was very sorrowful, 
He said. How hardly shall they that have riches 
enter into the Kingdom of G od ! For it is easier 
for a camel to go through a needle's eye, than 
for a rich man to enter into the Eangdom of Ood. 

And they that heard it said, Who then can be 
saved ? 

And He said. The things which are impossible with 
men, are possible with God. 

Then Peter said, Lo, we have left all, and followed 
Thee. 

And He said unto them. Verily I say unto you. 
There is no man that hath left house, or parents, or 
brethren, or wife, or children, for the Kingdom of 
God's sake, who shall not receive manifold more in 
this present time, and in the world to come, Life 
Everlasting. 

S. John i. 1. 

In the beginning was the Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was God. 

The Same was in the beginning with God. 

All things were made by Him ; and without Him 
was not any thing made that was made. 
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In Him was Life ; and the Life was the Light of 
men. 

And the Light shineth in darkness; and the 
darkness comprehended It not. 

There was a man sent from God, whose name 
was John. 

The same came for a witness, to hear witness of 
the Light, that all men through him might helieve. 

He was not that Light, hut was sent to hear 
witness of that Light. 

That was the true Light, Which lighteth every 
man that cometh into the world. 

He was in the world, and the world was made by 
Him, and the world knew Him not. 

He came unto His own, and His own received 
Him not.

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JoMM 9tndy As Moses lifted up die serpent in the 
wilderness, eren so most the S<m of Man be lifted 
up: that whosoerer belieredi in Him should not 
perish, bat have Eternal life. 

For God so lored the world, that He gave His 
Onlj-B^otten Son, that whosoerer believeth in 
Him should not perish, but haTO Ereiiasting Life. 

For God sent not His Son into the world to 
condemn the world; but that the world through 
Him mi^t be saved. 

He that believeth on Him is not condemned : but 
he that believeth not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the Name of the Only- 
Begotten Son of God. 

And this is the condemnation, that Light is come 
into the world, and men loved darkness rather than 
Light, because their deeds were evil. 

For every one that doeth evil hateth the light, 
neither cometh to the light, lest his deeds should be 
reproved. 

But he that doeth truth cometh to the light, that 
his deeds may be made manifest, that they are 
wrought in God.

Jesus answered them, and said, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Ye seek Me, not because ye saw the 
miracles, but because ye did eat of the loaves, and 
were filled. 

Labour not for the meat which perisheth, but for 
that Meat Which endureth unto Everlasting Life, 
Which the Son of Man shall give unto you: for 
Him hath God the Father sealed. 

Then said they unto Him, What shall we do, that 
we might work the works of God ? 

Jesus answered and said unto them, This is the 
work of God, that ye believe on Him Whom He 
hath sent. 

They said therefore unto Him, What sign shewest 
Thou then, that we may see, and believe Thee ? 
what dost Thou work? Our fathers did eat manna 
in the desert ; as it is written. He gave them bread 
firom Heaven to eat. 

Then Jesus said unto them. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Moses gave you not that bread from 
Heaven ; but my Father giveth you the true Bread 
from Heaven. For the Bread of God is He Which 
cometh down from Heaven, and giveth Life unto the 
world. 

Then said they unto Him, Lord, evermore give us 
this Bread.

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And Jesus said unto them, I am the Bread of life : 
he that cometh to Me shall never hunger ; and he 
that believeth on Me shall never thirst.

The Jews murmured at Jesm, because He said, 
I am the Bread Which came down from Heaven.

Jesus therefore answered and said unto them. 
Murmur not among yourselves. 

No man can come to Me, except the Father 
Which hath sent Me draw him: and I will raise 
him up at the last day.

The Jews therefore strove among themselves, 
saying.

Then eTesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Except ye eat the Flesh of the Son of 
Man, and drink His Blood, ye have no life in you. 

Whoso eateth My Flesh, and drinketh My Blood, 
hath Eternal Life ; and I will raise him up at the 
last day. 

For My Flesh is Meat indeed, and My Blood is 
Drink indeed. 

He that eateth My Flesh, and drinketh My Blood, 
dwelleth in Me, and I in him. 

As the Living Father hath sent Me, and I live by 
the Father : so he that eateth Me, even he shall live 
by Me. 
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This is that Bread Which came down from Heaven :

These things said He in the synagogue, as He 
taught in Capernaum. 

Many therefore of His disciples, when they had 
heard this, said, This is an hard saying; who can 
hear it ? 

When Jesus knew in Himself that His disciples 
murmured at it, He said unto them. Doth this 
offend you ? What and if ye shall see the Son of 
Man ascend up where He was before? It is the 
Spirit that quickeneth ; the flesh profiteth nothing : 
the words that I speak unto you, they are Spirit, and 
they are Life.

S. John X. 1. 

Jesus said, Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
entereth not by the door into the sheepfold, but 
climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and 
a robber. But he that entereth in by the door is the 
shepherd of the sheep. 

To him the porter openeth; and the sheep hear 
his voice: and he calleth his own sheep by name, 
and leadeth them out. And when he putteth forth 
his own sheep, he goeth before them, and the 
sheep follow him: for they know his voice. And 
a stranger will they not follow, but will flee from 
him : for they know not the voice of strangers. 
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This parable spake Jesus unto them: but they 
understood not what things they were which He 
spake unto them. 

Then said Jesus unto them again, 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the door of 
the sheep. All that ever came before Me are thieves 
and robbers : but the sheep did not hear them. 

I am the door : by Me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and find 
pasture. 

The thief cometh not, but for to steal, and to 
kill, and to destroy: I am come that they might 
have Life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly. 

I am the Good Shepherd : the Good Shepherd 
giveth His life for the sheep. But he that is an 
hireling, and not the Shepherd, whose own the 
sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth : and the wolf catcheth them, 
and scattereth the sheep. The hireling fleeth, 
because he is an hireling, and careth not for the 
sheep.

And 
other sheep I have, which are not of this fold : them 
also I must bring, and they shall hear My voice;

Therefore doth My Father love Me, because I lay 
down My life, that I might take U ^^m. "^c^ 
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man taketh it from Me, but I lay it down of 
Myself. I have power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again. This commandment have 
I received of My Father.

Jesus said to His disciples, Let not your heart be 
troubled : ye believe in God, believe also in Me. 

In My Father's House are many mansions : if it 
were not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare 
a place for you. And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive you unto 
Myself; that where I am, there ye may be also.

and from henceforth ye know Him, and have seen

Philip said unto Him, Lord, shew us the Father^ 
and it sufficeth us. 

Jesus saith unto him, Have I been so long time 
with you, and yet hast thou not known Me, Philip ? 
he that hath seen Me hath seen the Father; and 
how sayest thou then. Shew us the Father? Be- 
lievest thou not that I am in the Father* and the 
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Father in Me? the words that I speak unto you 
I speak not of Myself: but the Father that dwelleth 
in Me, He doeth the works. Believe Me that I am 
in the Father and the Father in Me : or else believe 
Me for the very woi'ks' sake. . 

Verily, verily, I say unto you. He that believeth 
on Me, the works that I do shall he do also ; and 
greater works than these shall he do ; because I go 
unto My Father. 

And whatsoever ye shall ask in My Name, that 
will I do, that the Father may be glorified in the 
Son. Kye shall ask any thing in My Name, I will do 
it 

S.John xiv. 14. 

Jesus said to His disciples. If ye love Me, keep My 
commandments. And I will pray the Father, and 
He shall give you another Comforter, that He may 
abide with you for ever; even the Spirit of truth; 
Whom the world cannot receive, because it seeth 
Him not, neither knoweth Him : but ye know Him ; 
for He dwelleth with you, and shall be in you. 

I will not leave you comfortless : I will come 
to you. 

Yet a little while, and the world seeth Me no 
more; but ye see Me: because I live, ye shall 
live also. 

At that day ye shall know that I am in My Father, 
and ye in Me, and I in you. 

He that hath My commandments, and keepeth 
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them, he it is that loveth Me : and he that loveth 
Me shall be loved of My Father, and I will love him, 
and will manifest Myself to him. 

Judas saith unto Him, not Iscariot, Lord, how is 
it that Thou wilt manifest Thyself unto us, and not 
unto the world ? 

Jesus answered and said unto him. 

If a man love Me, he will keep My words : and 
My Father will love him, and We will come unto 
him, and make our abode with him. 

He that loveth Me not keepeth not My sayings : 
and the word which ye hear is not Mine, but the 
Father's Which sent Me. 

These things have I spoken imto you, being yet 
present with you. But the Comforter, Which is the 
Holy Ghost, Whom the Father will send in My 
Name, He shall teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have said 
unto you. 

Peace I leave with you. My peace I give unto you : 
not as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not 
your heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid. 

Ye have heard how I said imto you, I go away, 
and come again imto you. If ye love Me, ye would 
rejoice, because I said I go unto the Father: for 
My Father is greater than I. 

And now I have told you before it come to pass, 
that when it is come to pass, ye might believe. 

Hereafter I will not talk much with you : for the 
prince of this world cometh, and hath nothing in 
Me. 
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But that the world may know that I love the 
Father ; and as the Father gave Me commandment, 
even so I do. Arise, let us go hence.

Jesm said to His disciples, I am the true vine, and 
My Father is the husbandman. 

Every branch in Me that beareth not fruit He 
taketh away: and every branch that beareth fruit 
He purgeth it, that it may bring forth more fruit 

Now ye are clean through the word which I have 
spoken unto you. 

Abide in Me, and I in you. As the branch cannot 
bear fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine ; no 
more can ye, except ye abide in Me. 

I am the vine, ye are the branches: He that 
abideth in Me, and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth much fruit : for without Me ye can do nothing. 

If a man abide not in Me, he is cast forth as a 
branch, and is withered; and men gather them, 
and cast them into the fire, and they are burned.

That ye 
shall weep and lament, but the world shall rejoice : 
and ye shall be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be 
turned into joy. A woman when she is in travail 
hatiti sorrow, because her hour is come : but as soon 
as she is delivered of the child, she remembereth no 
more the anguish, for joy that a man is bom into 
the world. And ye now therefore have sorrow ; but 
I will see you again, and your heart shall rejoice, 
and your joy no man taketh from you. 

And in that day ye shall ask Me nothing. Verily, 
verily, I say imto you. Whatsoever ye shall ask the 
Father in My Name, He will give it you. Hitherto 
have ye asked nothing in My Name: ask, and ye 
shall receive, that your joy may be full. 

These things have I spoken unto you in proverbs : 
the time cometh when I shall no more speak imto 
you in proverbs : but I shall shew you plainly of the 
Father. 

At that day ye shall ask in My Name : and I say 
not unto you, that I will pray the Father for you ; 
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for the Father Himself loveth you, because ye have 
loved Me, and have believed that I came out from 
God. I calne forth from the Father, and am come 
into the world : again I leave the world, and go to 
the Father. 

His disciples said unto Him, Lo, now speakest 
Thou plainly, and speakest no proverb.

These words spake Jesus, and lifted up His eyes 
unto Heaven, and said, 

Father, the hour is come; glorify Thy Son, that 
Thy Son also may glorify Thee : 

As Thou hast given Him power over all flesh, 
that He should give Eternal Life to as many as 
Thou hast given Him. 

And this is Life Eternal, that they might know 
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Thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, Whom 
Thou hast sent. 

I have glorified Thee on the earth : I have finished 
the work which Thou gavest Me to do. 

And now, Father, glorify Thou Me wiih Thine 
Own Self with the glory which I had with Thee 
before the world was.

I pray for them : I pray not for the world, but for 
them which Thou hast given Me; for they are 
Thine : and and all Mine are Thine, and Thine are 
Mine ; and I am glorified in them. 

And now I am no more in the world, but these 
are in the world, and I come to Thee. Holy Father, 
keep through Thine own Name those whom Thou 
hast given Me, that they may be one, as We are. 

While I was with them in the world I kept them 
in Thy Name: those that Thou gavest Me I have 
kept, and none of them is lost, but the son a 
perdition ; that the Scripture might be fulfilled. 

And now come I to Thee; and these things I 
speak in the world, that they might have My joy 
fiilBUed in themselves. 
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I have given them Thy word ; and the world hath 
hated them, because they are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. 

I pray not that Thou shouldest take them out of 
the world, but that Thou shouldest keep them from 
the evil. 

They are not of the world, even as I am not of 
the world. 

Sanctify them through Thy truth : Thy word is truth. 

As Thou hast sent Me into the world, even so 
have I also sent them into the world. 

And for their sakes I sanctify Myself, that they 
also might be sanctified through the truth. 

Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also 
which shall believe on Me through their word. 

That they all may be one; as Thou, Father art 
in Me, and I in Thee, that they also may be one 
in Us: that the world may believe that Thou hast 
sent Me. 

And the glory which Thou gavest Me I have 
given them; that they may be one, even as We 
are One. 

I in them, and Thou in Me, that they may be 
made perfect in one ; and that the world may know 
that Thou hast sent Me, and hast loved them, as 
Thou hast loved Me. 

Father, I will that they also, whom Thou hast 
^ven Me, be with Me where I am; that they 
may behold My glory, which Thou hast given Me : 
for Thou lovedst Me before the foundation of the 
world. 
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righteous Father, the world hath not known 
Thee : hut I have known Thee, and these have known 
that Thou hast sent Me. 

And I have declared unto them Thy Name, and 
will declare it: that the love wherewith Thou hast 
loved Me may be in them, and I in them.

ffimt Wtminq* 

Bomans vi. 2. 

How shall we, that are dead to sin, live any longer 
therein ? 

Know ye not, that so many of us as were baptized 
into Jesus Christ were baptized into His death? 
Therefore we are buried with Him by Baptism into 
death: that like as Christ was raised up from the 
dead l>y the glory of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newness of life. 

For if we have been planted together in the 
likeness of His death, we shall be also in the likeness 
of His resurrection: knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with Him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that henceforth we should not 
serve sin. For he that is dead is freed from sin. 
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Now if we be dead with Christ, we believe that we 
shall also live with Him : knowing that Christ being 
raised from the dead dieth no more ; death hath no 
more dominion over Him. For in that He died, 
He died unto sin once : but in that He liveth. He 
liveth unto God. 

Likewise reckon ye also yourselves to be dead 
indeed unto sin, but alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

Let not sin therefore reign in your mortal body, 
that ye should obey it in the lusts thereof. Neither 
yield ye your members as instruments of unrighte- 
ousness unto sin: but yield yourselves imto God, 
as those that are alive from the dead, and your 
members as instruments of righteousness unto God. 
For sin shall not have dominion over you: for ye 
are not under the law, but under grace. 

S^conO lEbening. 

Romans zii. 

I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies 
of God, that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is your reasonable 
service. And be not conformed to this world : but 
be ye transformed by the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what is that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect will of God. 

For I say, through the grace given unto me, to 
every man tiiat is among you, not to think of himself 
i23ore highly than he ought to think; but to think 
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soberly, according as God^ hath dealt to every maD 
the measure of faith. 

For as we have many members in one body, and 
all members have not the same office : so we, being 
many, are One Body in Christ, and every one 
members one of another. 

Having then gifts differing according to the grace 
that is given to us, whether prophecy, let us 
prophesy according to the proportion of faith: or 
ministry, let us wait on our ministering : or he that 
teacheth, on teaching: or he that exhorteth, on 
exhortation: he that giveth, let him do it with 
simplicity; he that ruleth, with diligence; he that 
sheweth mercy, with cheerfulness. 

Let love be without dissimulation. Abhor that 
which is evil; cleave to that which is good. Be 
kindly affectioned one to another with brotherly 
love; in honour preferring one another; not 
slothful in business; fervent in spirit; serving the 
Lord; rejoicing in hope; patient in tribulation; 
continuing instant in prayer; distributing to the 
necessity of saints ; given to hospitality. 

Bless them which persecute you ; bless, and curse 
not. Bejoice with them that do rejoice, and weep 
with th^m that weep. Be of the same mind one 
toward another. Mind not high things, but con* 
descend to men of low estate. Be not wise in your 
own conceits. Becompense to no man evil for evil. 
Provide things honest in the sight of all men. 

If it be possible, as much as lieth in you, live 
peaceably with all men. 
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Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, but rather 
give place unto wrath ; for it is written, Vengeance 
is mine ; I will repay, saith the Lord. Therefore if 
thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he thirst, give 
him drink : for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of 
fire on his head. Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good. 

STj^irO lEbening. 

Romans xiii. 

Let every soul be subject unto the higher powers. 
For there is no power but of God ; the powers that 
be are ordained of God. Whosoever therefore re- 
sisteth the power, resisteth the ordinance of God: 
and they that resist shall receive to themselves 
damnation. For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thou then not be afrsdd 
of the power ? do that which is good, and thou shalt 
have praise of the same : for he is the minister of 
God to thee for good. But if thou do that which 
is evil, be afraid ; for he beareth not the sword in 
vain : for he is the minister of God, a revenger to 
execute wrath upon him that doeth evil. Wherefore 
ye must needs be subject, not only for wrath, but 
also for conscience sake. For for this cause pay ye 
tribute also : for they are God's ministers, attending 
continually upon this very thing. 

Bender therefore to all their dues: tribute to 
whom tribute is due ; custom to whom custom ; 
fear to whom fear ; honour to whom honour. 
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Owe no man any thing, but to love one another : 
for he that loveth another hath fulfilled the law. 
For thisj Thou shalt not commit adultery, Thou 
shalt not kill, Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt not 
bear false witness, Thou shalt not covet; and if 
there be any other commandment, it is briefly 
comprehended in this saying, namely. Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself. Love worketh no ill 
to his neighbour : therefore love is the fulfilling of 
the law. 

And that, knowing the time, that now it is high 
time to awake out of sleep : for now is our salvation 
nearer than when we believed. 

The night is far spent, the day is at hand : let us 
therefore cast off the works of darkness, and let us 
put on the armour of light Let us walk honestly, 
as in the day ; not in rioting and drunkenness, not 
in chambering and wantonness, not in strife €ind 
envying. 

But put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, and make 
not provision for the flesh, to fulfil the lusts thereof. 

1 Corinthians vi. 9. 

Enow ye not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the Kingdom of God? Be not deceived: 
neither fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor 
effeminate, nor abusers of themselves with mankind, 
nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, 
nor extortioners, shall inherit the 'kingdom of God. 
And such were some of you : but ye are ^«dcia^,\sviX 
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je are sanctified, but ye are justified, in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God. 

All things are lawful unto me, but all things are 
not expedient: all things are lawful for me, but 
I will not be brought under the . power of any. 
Meats for the belly, and the belly for meats: but 
God shall destroy both it and them. 

Now the body is not for fornication, but for the 
Lord; and the Lord for the body. And God hath 
both raised up the Lord, and will also raise up us 
by His own power. 

Know ye not that your bodies are the members 
of Christ? shall I then take the members of Christ, 
and make them the members of an harlot? God 
forbid. What? know ye not that he which is 
joined to an harlot is one body? for two, saith he, 
shall be one flesh. But he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. 

Flee fornication. Every sin that a man doeth is 
without the body; but he that committeth fornication 
sinneth against his own body. What? know ye 
not that your body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of God, and ye are 
not your own? For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and in your 
spirit, which are God's. 

1 Corinthians xiii. 
Though I speaTt with the tongues of men and of 
Angels, and have not charity, I am become as 
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sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal. And though 
I have the gift of prophecy, and understand all 
mysteries, and all knowledge; and though I have 
all faith, so that I could remove mountains, and 
have not charity, I am nothing. And though I 
bestow all my goods to feed the poor, and though 
I give my body to be burned, and have not charity, 
it profiteth me nothing. 

Charity suffereth long, and is kind ; charity envieth 
not; charity vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, 
doth not behave itself imseemly, seeketh not her 
own, is not easily provoked, thinketh no evil; re- 
joiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth ; 
beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth all 
things, endmreth all things. 

Charity never faileth: but whether there be 
prophecies, they shall fail; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease; whether there be know- 
ledge, it shall vanish away. 

For we know in part, and we prophesy in part. 
But when that which is perfect is come, then that 
which is in part shall be done away. When I was a 
child, I spake as a child, I understood as a child, 
I thought as a child: but when I became a man, 
I put away childish things. For now we see through 
a glass, darkly; but then face to face: now I know 
in part ; but then shall I know even as also I am 
known. 

And now abideth Faith, Hope, Charity, these 
three ; but the greatest of these is Charity. 
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1 Corinthians xv. 89. 

But some man will say, how are the dead reused 
up ? and with what body do they come ? 

Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, 
except it die: and that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, but bare grain, 
it may chance of wheat, or of some other grain : but 
God giveth it a body as it hath pleased Him, and to 
every seed his own body. 

All flesh is not the same flesh : but there is one 
kind of flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, another 
of fishes, and another of birds. There are also 
celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial ; but the glory 
of the celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial 
is another. There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and another glory of the 
stars, for one stsir dififereth from another star in 
glory. 

So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown 
in corruption; it is raised in incorruption : it is 
sown in dishonomr ; it is raised in glory : it is sown 
in weakness; it is raised in power: it is sown a 
natural body ; it is raised a spiritual body. 

There is a natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body. And so it is written. The first man Adam 
was made a living soul ; the last Adam was made a 
Quickening Spirit Howbeit that was not first which 
is spiritual, but that which is natmral ; and afterward 
that which is spiritual. 
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The first man is of the earth, earthy : the second 
Man is the Lord from Heaven. As is the earthy, 
such are they also that are earthy: and as is the 
Heavenly, such are they also that are Heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image of the earthy, we 
shall also bear the image of the Heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the Kingdom of God; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. 

Behold, I shew you a mystery ; We shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump : for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be changed. For this 
corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality. So when this corruptible 
shall have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then shall be brought to 
pass the saying that is written, Death is swallowed 
up in victory. 

O death, where is thy sting ? O grave, where is ^ 
thy victory ? 

The sting of death is sin ; and the strength of sin 
is the law. But thanks be to God, which giveth us 
the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Therefore my beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, 
unmoveable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord. 
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2 Corinthians iv. 16. 

For which cause we faint not; but though our out- 
ward man perish, yet the inward man is renewed day 
by day. 

For our light affliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory; while we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which are not seen ; 
for the things which are seen are temporal ; but the 
things which are not seen are eternal. 

For we know that if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have a building of 
God, an house not made with hands, eternal in the 
Heavens. 

For in this we groan, earnestly desiring to be 
clothed upon with our house which is from Heaven : 
if so be that being clothed we shall not be found 
naked. 

For we that are in this tabernacle do groan, being 
burdened: not for that we would be unclothed, 
but clothed upon, that mortality might be swallowed 
up of life. 

Now He that hath wrought us for the self-same 
thing is God, Who also hath given unto us the 
earnest of the Spirit. 

Therefore we are always confident, knowing that, 
whilst we are at home in the body, we are absent from 
the Lord : (for we walk by faith, not by sight :) we are 
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confident, I say, and willing rather to be absent 
from the body, and to be present with the Lord. 

Wherefore we labour, that, whether present or 
absent, we may be accepted of Him. 

For we must all appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ ; that every one may receive the things done 
in his body, according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad. 

G-alatians v. 13. 

Brethren, ye have been called unto liberty ; only 
use not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by 
love serve one another. For all the law is fulfilled 
in one word, even in this ; Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself. But if ye bite and devour one 
another, take heed that ye be not consumed one of 
another. 

This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall 
not fulfil the lusts of the flesh. For the flesh luateth 
against the Spirit, and the Spirit against the flesh ; 
and these are contrary the one to the other : so that 
ye cannot do the things that ye would. But if ye be 
led of the Spirit, ye are not under the law. 

Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which 
are these; Adultery, fornication, uncleanness, las- 
civiousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, envyings, 
murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such like : of 
the which I tell you before, as I have also told you 
I 
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in time past, that they which do such things shall 
not inherit the ELingdom of God. 

But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance : against such there is no law. 

And they that are Christ's have crucified the flesh 
with the affections and lusts. 

If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in the 
Spirit. 

Let us not be desirous of vain glory, provoking 
one another, envying one another. 

Galatians vi. 

Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye 
which are spiritual, restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness; considering thyself, lest thou 
also be tempted. 

Bear ye one another's burdens, and so fulfil the 
law of Christ. 

For if a man think himself to be something, when 
he is nothing, he deceiveth himself. 

But let every man prove his own work, and then 
shall he have rejoicing in himself alone, and not 
in another. For every man shall bear his own 
burden. 

Let him that is taught in the word commimicate 
unto him that jbeacheth in all good things. 

Be not deceived ; God is not mocked : for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he also reap. For he 
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that soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption; hut he that soweth to the Spirit shall of the 
Spirit reap life everlasting. 

And let us not he weary in well doing : for in due 
season we shall reap, if we faint not. 

As we have therefore opportunity, let us do good 
unto all men, especially unto them who are of the 
household of faith. 

EphesiaDs iv. 

I therefore, the prisoner of the Lord, beseech you 
that ye walk worthy of the vocation wherewith ye are 
called, with all lowliness and meekness, with long- 
sufifering, forbearing one another in love ; endea- 
vouring to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond 
of peace. 

There is one Body, and one Spirit, even as ye are 
called in one hope of your calling; one Lord, one 
Faith, one Baptism, one God and Father of all. Who 
is above all, and through all, and in you all. 
« « « « 

This I say therefore, and testify in the Lord, that 
ye henceforth walk not as other Gentiles walk, in 
the vanity of their mind, having the imderstanding 
darkened, being alienated from the life of God 
through the ignorance that is in them, because of 
the blindness of their heart : who being past feeling 
have given themselves over imto lasciviousness, to 
work all uncleanness with greediness. 

But ye have not so learned Christ; if so be that 
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ye have heard Him, and have been taught by Him^ 
as the truth is in Jesus : that ye put off concerning 
the former conversation the old man, which is cor- 
rupt according to the deceitful lusts ; and be renewed 
in the spirit of your mind ; and that ye put on the 
new man, which after God is created in righteous- 
ness and true holiness. 

Wherefore putting away lying, speak every man 
truth with his neighbour : for we are members one 
of another. Be ye angry, and sin not : let not the 
Sim go down upon your wrath : neither give place to 
the devil. 

Let him that stole steal no more : but rather 
let him labour, working with his hands the thing 
which is good, that he may have to give to him that 
needeth. 

Let no corrupt communication proceed out of your 
mouth, but that which is good to the use of edifying, 
that it may minister grace unto the hearers. 

And grieve not the holy Spirit of God, whereby 
ye are sealed unto the day of redemption. 

Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and 
clamour, and evil speaking, be put away from you, 
with all malice: and be ye kind one to another, 
tenderhearted, forgiving one another, even as God 
for Christ's sake hath forgiven you. 

Ephesians v. 1. 
Be ye therefore followers of God, as dear children; 
and walk in love, as Christ also hath loved us, and 
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hath given Himself for us, an Ofifering and a Sacri- 
fice to God for a sweet-smelling savour. 

But fornication, and all uncleanness, or covetous- 
ness, let it not be once named among you, as be- 
cometh saints ; neither filthiness, nor foolish talking, 
nor jesting, which are not convenient: but rather 
giving of thanks. 

For this ye know, that no whoremonger, nor un- 
clean person, nor covetous man, who is an idolater, 
hath any inheritance in the Kingdom of Christ and 
of God. Let no man deceive you with vain words : 
for because of these things cometh the wrath of God 
upon the children of disobedience. Be not ye there- 
fore partakers with them. 

For ye were sometimes darkness, but now are ye 
light in the Lord : walk as children of light : (for the 
fruit of the Spirit is in all goodness and righteous- 
ness and truth ;) proving what is acceptable imto the 
Lord. And have no fellowship with the unfruitful 
works of darkness, but rather reprove them. For it 
is a shame even to speak of those things which are 
done of them in secret. 

But all things that are reproved are made manifest 
by the light : for whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light Wherefore he saith. Awake thou that sleepest, 
and arise from the dead, and Christ shall give thee 
light. 

See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, 
but as wise, redeeming the time, because the days 
are evil. Wherefore be ye not unwise, but under- 
standing what the will of the Lord is. 
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And be not drunk with wine, wherein is excess ; 
but be filled with the Spirit ; speaking to yourselves 
in psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing 
and making melody in your heart to the Lord; 
giving thanks always for all things unto God and 
the Father in the Name of our Lord Jesus Christ ; 
submitting yourselves one to another in the fear of 
God. 

Zintlft^ ebtninq* 

Ephesians yi. 10. 

Finally, my brethren, be strong in the Lord, and 
in the power of His might. 

Put on the whole armour of God, that ye may be 
able to stand against the wiles of the devil. For we 
wrestle not against fiesh and blood, but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places. Wherefore take imto you the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able to withstand in 
the evil day, and having done all, to stand. 

Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with 
truth, and having on the breastplate of righteous- 
ness ; and your feet shod with the preparation o{ the 
Gospel of peace; above all, taking the shield of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be able to quench al| the fiery 
darts of the wicked. And take the helmet of salva- 
tion, and the sword of the Spirit, which is the word 
of God : 

Praying always with all prayer and supplication in 
the Spirit, and watching thereunto with all perse- 
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verance and supplication for all saints ; and for me, 
that utterance may be given unto me, that I may 
open my mouth boldly, to make known the mystery 
of the Oospel. 

Philippians ill. 7. 

But what things were gain to me, those I counted 
loss for Christ 

Yea doubtless, and I count all things but loss for 
4lie excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my 
Lord: for Whom I have suffered the loss of all 
things, and do count them but dung, that I may win 
Christ, and be found in Him, not having mine own 
righteousness, which is of the law, but that which is 
tfajx>ugh the &ith of Christ, the righteousness which 
is of God by faith : that I may know Him, and the 
power of His Besurrection, and the fellowship of 
His Sufferings, being made conformable imto His 
Death ; if by any means I might attain unto the 
Besurrection of the dead. 

Not as though I had already attained, either were 
already perfect: but I follow after, if that I may 
apprehend that for which also I am apprehended of 
CSirist Jesus. 

Brethren, I count not myself to have apprehended: 
but this one thing I do, forgetting those things which 
are behind, and reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus. 
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Let US therefore, as many as be perfect, be thus 
minded : and if in any thing ye be otherwise minded, 
God shall reveal even this unto you. 

Nevertheless, whereto we have already attained, 
let us walk by the same rule, let us mind the same 
thing. 

Brethren, be followers together of me, and mark 
them which walk so as ye have us for an ensample. 
(For many walk, of whom I have told you often, and 
now tell you even weeping, that they are the enemies 
of the Cross of Christ: whose; end is destruction, 
whose God is their belly, and whose glory is in their 
shame, who mind earthly things.) For our conversa- 
tion is in Heaven; from whence also we look for 
the Saviour, the Lord eTesus Christ: Who shall 
change our vile body, that it may be fashioned like 
unto His glorious Body, according to the working 
whereby He is able even to subdue all things unto 
Himself. 

Therefore^, my brethren dearly beloved and longed 
for, my joy and crown, so stand fast in the Lord, my 
dearly beloved. 

Rejoice in the Lord alway : and again I say. Re- 
joice. Let your moderation be known imto all men. 
The Lord is at hand. Be careful for nothing ; but 
in every thing by prayer and supplication with thanks- 
giving let your requests be made known unto God, 
And the peace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts and minds through 
Christ Jesus. 

Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are true» 
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whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things are 
just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of good report : if 
there be any virtue, and if there be any praise, think 
on these things. 

Colossians iii. 

If ye then be risen with Christ, seek those things 
which are above, where Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God. Set your affection on things above, 
not on things on the earth. For ye are dead, and 
your life is hid with Christ in God. When Christ, 
Who is our life, shall appear, then shall ye also 
appear with Him in glory. 

Mortify therefore your members which are upon 
the earth; fornication, uncleanness, inordinate af- 
fection, evil concupiscence, and covetousness, which 
is idolatry : for which things' sake the wrath of God 
Cometh on the children of disobedience : in the which 
ye also walked some time, when ye lived in them. 

But now ye also put off all these ; anger, wrath, 
malice, blasphemy, filthy commimication out of your 
mouth. 

Lie not one to another, seeing that ye have put 
off the old man with his deeds ; and have put on the 
new man, which is renewed in knowledge after the 
image of Him that created him : where there is 
neither Greek nor Jew, circumcision nor uncircum- 
dsion, Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor free : but 
Christ is all, and in all. 
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Put on therefore, as the Elect of God, holy and 
beloved, bowels of mercies, kindness, humbleness 
of mind, meekness, longsuffering ; forbearing one 
another, and forgiving one another, if any man have 
a quarrel against any : even as Christ forgave yon, so 
also do ye. 

And above all these things put on charity, which 
is the bond of perfectness. 

And let the peace of God rule in your hearts, to 
the which also are ye called in one body ; and be ye 
thankful. 

Let the word of Christ dwell in you richly in all 
wisdom ; teaching and admonishing one another in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing with 
grace in your hearts to the Lord. 

And whatsoever ye do in word or deed, do all in 
the Name of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God 
and the Father by Him. 

1 Thessalonians iv. 13. 

But I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep, that ye sorrow 
not, even as others which have no hope. For if we 
believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with Him. 

For this we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive and remain unto 
the Coming of the Lord shall not prevent them 
which are* asleep. 
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For the Lord Himself shall descend from Heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the Archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first. Then we which are alive and remain 
shall he caught up together with them in the clouds, 
to meet the Lord in the air : and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words. 

But of the times and the seasons, brethren, ye 
have no need that I write unto you. For yourselves 
know perfectly that the Day of the Lord so cometh 
as a thief in the night. For when they shall say. 
Peace and safety; then sudden destruction cometh 
upon them, as travail upon a woman with child; 
and they shall not escape. 

But ye, brethren, are not in darkness, that that 
day should overtake you as a thief. Ye are all the 
children of light, and the children of the day : we 
are not of the night, nor of darkness. Therefore 
let us not sleep, as do others; but let us watch 
and be sober: for they that sleep sleep in the 
night; and they that be drunken are drunken in 
the night But let us, who are of the day, be sober, 
patting on the breastplate of faith and love ; and for 
an helmet, the hope of salvation. 

For God hath not appointed us to wrath, but to 
obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ, Who died 
for us, that, whether we wake or sleep, we should 
live together with Him. Wherefore comfort your- 
selves together, and edify one another, even as also 
ye do. 
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And we beseech you, brethren, to know them 
which labour among you, and are over you in the 
Lord, and admonish you ; and to esteem them very 
highly in love for their work's sake. And be at 
peace among yourselves. 

Now we exhort you, brethren, warn them that 
are unruly, comfort the feeble-minded, support the 
weak, be patient toward all men. See that none 
render evil for evil unto any man ; but ever follow 
that which is good, both among yourselves, and to 
all men. Rejoice evermore. Pray without ceasing. 
In every thing give thanks : for this is the will of 
God in Christ Jesus concerning you. Quench not 
the Spirit. Despise not prophesyings. Prove all 
things ; hold fast that which is good. Abstain from 
all appearance of evil. 

And the very God of peace sanctify you wholly ; 
and I pray God your whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved blameless unto the Coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Faithful is He That calleth you. Who 
also will do it. 

Hebrews x. 19. 

Having therefore, brethren, boldness to enter 
into the Holiest by the Blood of Jesus, by a new 
and living way, which He hath consecrated for us, 
through the Veil, that is to say. His Flesh ; and 
having an High Priest over the House of God ; let 
us draw near with a true heart in full assurauce of 
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faith, having our hearts sprinkled from an evil 
conscience, and our hodies washed with pure water. 

Let us hold fast the Profession of our Faith without 
wavering; (for He is faithful that promised;) and 
let us consider one another to provoke unto love 
and to good works : not forsaking the assemhling of 
ourselves together, as the manner of some is : hut 
exhorting one another : and so much the more, as 
ye see the day approaching. 

For if we sin wilfully after that we have received 
the knowledge of the Truth, there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins, but a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and fiery indignation, which shall devour 
the adversaries. He that despised Moses' law died 
without mercy under two or three witnesses : of how 
much sorer punishment, suppose ye, shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted the Blood of the 
Covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, an imholy 
thing, and hath done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace? 

For we know Him that hath said. Vengeance 
belongeth unto Me, I will recompense, saith the 
Lord. And again, The Lord shall judge His people. 

It is a fearful thing to fall into the hands of the 
Living God. 

But call to remembrance the former days, in 
which, after ye were illuminated, ye endured a great 
fight of afflictions ; partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazing* stock both by reproaches and afflictions ; and 
partly, whilst ye became companions of them that 
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were so used. For ye had compassion of me in my 
bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling of your goods, 
knowing in yourselves that ye have in Heaven a 
better and an enduring substance. 

Cast not away therefore your confidence, which 
hath great recompence of reward. For ye have 
need of patience, that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise. For yet a little 
while, and He that shall come will come, and will 
not tarry. 

Now the just shall live by faith : but if any man 
draw back, my soul shall have no pleasure in him. 
But we are not of them who draw back unto 
perdition ; but of them that believe to the saving of 
the soul. 

Hebrews xii. 

Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about 
with so great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset 
us, and let us run with patience the race that is 
set before us. Looking unto Jesus, the Author and 
Finisher of our faith ; Who for the joy that was set 
before Him endured the Cross, despising the shame, 
and is set down at the right hand of the Throne of 
God. 

For consider Him that endured such contradiction 
of sinners against Himself, lest ye be wearied and 
faint in your minds. Ye have not yet resisted unto 
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blood, striving against sin. And ye have forgotten 
the exhortation which speaketh unto you as 
unto children, My son, despise not thou the 
diastening of the Lord, nor faint when thou art 
rebuked of Him : for whom the Lord loveth He 
diasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom He 
receiveth. 

If ye endure chastening, God dealeth with you as 
with sons; for what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not? But if ye be without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are ye bastards, and 
not sons. 

Furthermore we have had fathers of our flesh 
which corrected us, and we gave them reverence: 
shall we not much rather be in subjection unto the 
Father of spirits, and live? For they verily for a 
few days chastened us after their own pleasure; 
but He for our profit, that we might be partakers of 
His holiness. 

Now no chastening for the present seemeth to be 
joyous but grievous : nevertheless afterward it yield- 
eth the peaceable fruits of righteousness unto them 
which are exercised thereby. 

Wherefore lift up the hands which hang down, 
and the feeble knees ; and make straight paths for 
your feet, lest that which is lame be turned out of 
the way ; but let it rather be healed. 

Follow peace with all men, and holiness, without 
which no man shall see the Lord: looking dili- 
gently lest any man fail of the grace of God ; lest 
any root of bitterness springing up trouble you, and 
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thereby many be defiled: lest there be any forni- 
cator, or profane person, as Esau, who for one 
morsel of meat sold his birthright. For ye know 
how that afterward, when he would have inherited 
the blessing, he was rejected: for he found no place 
of repentance, though he sought it carefully with 
tears. 

For ye are not come unto the mount that might 
be touched, and that burned with fire, nor unto 
blackness, and darkness, and tempest: and the 
sound of a trumpet, and the voice of words ; which 
voice they that heard entreated that the word should 
not be spoken to them any more; (for they could 
not endure that which was commanded, And if so 
much as a beast touch the mountain, it shall be 
stoned, or thrust through with a dart: and so 
terrible was the sight, that Moses said, I exceedingly 
fear and quake :) but ye are come unto mount Sion, 
and unto the City of the Living God, the heavenly 
Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of 
Angels, to the general assembly and Church of the 
Firstborn, which are wTitten in Heaven, and to God 
the Judge of all, and to the spirits of just men made 
perfect, and to Jesus the Mediator of the New 
Covenant, and to the Blood of sprinkling, that 
speaketh better things than that of Abel. 

See that ye refuse not Him that speaketh. For 
if they escaped not who refused Him that spake on 
earth, much more shall not we escape, if we turn 
away from Him that speaketh from Heaven : Whose 
voice then shook the earth; but now He hath 
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promised, saying, Yet once more I shake not the 
earth only, but also Heaven. And this word. Yet 
once more, signifieth the removing of those things 
that are shaken, as of things that are made 
that those things which cannot be shaken may 
remam. 

Wherefore we receiving a kingdom which cannot 
be moved, let us have grace, whereby we may serve 
God acceptably with reverence and godly fear. For 
oar God is a consuming fire. 

Hebrews xiii. 

Let brotherly love continue. Be not forgetful 
to entertain strangers: for thereby some have en- 
tertained angels unawares. Bemember them that 
are in bonds, as bound with them ; and them which 
suffer adversity, as being yourselves also in the 
body. 

Marriage is honourable in all, and the bed un- 
defiled : but whoremongers and adulterers God will 
judge. 

Let your conversation be without covetousness ; 
and be content with such things as ye have: for 
He hath said, I will never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee. So that we may boldly say. The Lord is 
my helper, and I will not fear what man shall do 
unto me. 

Bemember tbenl which have the rule over you, 
who have spoken unto you the word of God : whose 

K 
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faith follow, considering the end of their convert 
sation. 

Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and to-day, and 
for ever. Be not carried about with divers and 
strange doctrines. For it is a good thing that the 
heart be established with grace ; not with meats, 
which have not profited them that have been occupied 
therein. 

We have an altar, whereof they have no right to 
eat which serve the tabernacle. For the bodies of 
those beasts, whose blood is brought into the sanc- 
tuary by the high priest for sin, are burned without 
the camp. Wherefore Jesus also, that He might 
sanctify the people with His own Blood, sufifered 
without the gate. 

Let us go forth therefore unto Him without the 
camp, bearing His reproach. For here have we no 
continuing city, but we seek one to come. 

By Him therefore let us oflfer the sacrifice of 
praise to God continually, that is, the fruit of our 
lips giving thanks to His Name. But to do good 
and to communicate forget not: for with such 
sacrifices God is well pleased. 

Obey them that have the rule over you, and submit 
yourselves : for Ihey watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they may do it with 
joy, and not with grief: for that is unprofitable for 
you. 
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S. James L 12. 

Blessed is the man that endureth temptation : 
for when he is tried, he shall receive the crown 
of life, which the Lord hath promised to them that 
love Him. 

Let no man say when he is tempted, I am tempted 
of God : for God cannot he tempted with evil, neither 
tempteth He anj man. But every man is tempted, ' 
when he is drawn away of his own lust, and enticed. 
Then when lust bath conceived, it bringeth forth 
sin: and sin, when it is finished, bringeth forth 
death. 

Do not err, my beloved brethren. Every good 
gift and every perfect gift is jfrom above, and cometh 
down from the Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of turning. 

Of His own will begat He us with the word 
of truth, that we should be a kind of firstfruits of 
His creatures. 

Wherefore, my beloved brethren, let every man 
be swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath: 
for the wrath of man worketh not the righteousness 
of God. 

Wherefore lay apart all filthiness and superfluity 
of naughtiness, and receive with meekness the 
engrafted word, which is able to save your souls. 

But be ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, 
deceiving your own selves. For if any be a hearer 
of the word, and not a doer, he is like unto a man 
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beholding his natural fibce in a glass : for he behold- 
eth himself, and goeth his way, and straightway 
forgetteth what manner of man he was. But whoso 
looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and continneth 
therein, he being not a forgetful hearer, but a 
doer of the woric, this man shall be blessed in his 
deed. 

If any man among yon seem to be religious, and 
bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, 
this man's religion is vain. 

Pure religion, and undefiled before God and the 
Father is this, to visit the fEitherless and widows in 
their affliction, and to keep himself unspotted from 
the world. 

S. James ii. 14. 

What doth it profit, my brethren, though a man 
say he hath faith, and have not works? can faith 
save him ? 

If a brother or sister be naked, and destitute of 
daily food, and one of you say unto them, Depart in 
peace, be ye warmed and filled ; notwithstanding ye 
give them not those things which are needful to the 
body; what doth it profit? Even so faith, if it hath 
not works, is dead, being alone. 

Yea, a man may say, Thou hast faith, and I have 
works : shew me thy faith without thy works, and I 
will shew thee my faith by my works. 

Thou believest that there is one God ; thou doest 
well : the devils also believe, and tremble. 
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But wilt thou know, vain man, that faith without 
works is dead ? 

Was not Abraham our father justified by works, 
when he had offered Isaac his son upon the altar? 
Seest thou how faith wrought with his works, and 
by works was faith made perfect ? And the Scripture 
was fulfilled which saith, Abraham believed God, and 
it was imputed unto him for righteousness : and he 
was called the friend of God. Ye see then how 
that by works a man is justified, and not by faith only. 

Likewise also was not Bahab the harlot justified 
by works, when she had received the messengers, and 
had sent them out another way ? 

For as the body without the spirit is dead, so faith 
without works is dead also. 

S. James iii. 

My brethren, be not many masters, knowing that 
we shall receive the greater condemnation. 

For in many things we offend all. If any man 
offend not in word, the same is a perfect man, 
and able also to bridle the whole body. 

Behold, we put bits in the horses' mouths, that they 
may obey us ; and we turn about their whole body. 
Behold also the ships, which though they be so 
great, and are driven of fierce winds, yet are they 
turned about with a very small helm, whithersoever 
the governor listeth. Even so the tongue is a little 
member, and boasteth great things. 

Behold, how great a matter a little fire kindleth ! 
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And the tongue is a fire, a world of iniquity : so is 
the tongue among our memhers, that it defileth the 
whole hody, and setteth on fire the course of nature; 
and it is set on fire of hell. For every kind of 
beasts, and of birds, and of serpents, and of things 
in the sea, is tamed, aud hath been tamed of man- 
kind. 

But the tongue can no man tame ; it is an unruly 
evil, full of deadly poison. Therewith bless we God, 
even the Father ; and therewith curse we men, which 
are made after the similitude of God. Out of the 
same mouth proceedeth blessing and cursing. My 
brethren, these things ought not so to be. Doth a 
fountain send forth at the same place sweet water 
and bitter? Can the fig tree, my brethren, bear 
olive berries ? either a vine, figs ? so can no fountain 
both yield salt water and firesh. 

Who is a wise man and endued with knowledge 
among you ? let him shew out of a good conversation 
his works with meekness of wisdom. But if ye have 
bitter envying j^nd strife in your hearts, glory not, 
and lie not against the truth. 

This wisdom descendeth not firom above, but is 
earthly, sensual, devilish. For where envying and 
strife is, there is confusion and every evil work. 

But the wisdom that is from above is first pure, 
then peaceable, gentle, and easy to be intreated, full 
of mercy and good firuits, without partiality, and 
without hypocrisy. And the fruit of righteousness 
is sown in peace of them that make peace. 
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S. James iv. 

From whence come wars and fightings among 
jou ? come they not hence, even of your lusts that 
war in your members ? 

Ye lust, and have not : ye kill, and desire to have, 
and cannot obtain : ye fight and war, yet ye have not, 
because ye ask not. 

Te ask, and receive not, because ye ask amiss, that 
ye may consume it upon your lusts. Ye adulterers 
and adulteresses, know ye not that the friendship 
of the world is enmity with God ? whosoever therefore 
will be a friend of the world is the enemy of God. 

Do ye think that the Scripture saith in vain, The 
spirit that dwelleth in us lusteth to envy ? 

But He giveth more grace. Wherefore He saith, 
God resisteth the proud, but giveth grace unto the 
humble. 

Submit yomrselves therefore to God. Resist the 
devil, and he will flee from you. Draw nigh to God, 
and He will draw nigh to you. Cleanse your hands, 
ye sinners; and purify your hearts, ye double minded. 
Be afflicted, and mourn, and weep : let your laugbter 
be turned to mourning, and your joy to heaviness. 
Humble yourselves in the sight of the Lord, and He 
shall lift you up. 

Speak not evil one of another, brethren. He that 
speaketh evil of his brother, and judgeth his brother, 
speaketh evil of the law, and judgeth the law : but if 
Ihou judge the law, thou art not a doer of the law, but 
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a judge. There is one lawgiver, who is able to sate 
and to destroy : who art thou that judgest another? 

Go to now, ye that say, To-day or to-morrow we 
will go into such a city and continue there a year, 
and buy and sell, and get gain : whereas ye know 
not what shall be on the morrow. For what is your 
life ? It is even a vapour, that appeareth for a little 
time, and then vanisheth away. For that ye ought 
to say. If the Lord will, we shall live, and do this, or 
that. But now ye rejoice in your boastings : all such 
rejoicing is evil. 

Therefore to him that knoweth to do good, and 
doeth it not, to him it is sin. 



S. James y. 
Go to now, ye rich men, weep and howl for your 
miseries that shall come upon you. Your riches are 
corrupted, and your garments are motheaten. Your 
gold and silver is cankered ; and the rust oi them 
shall be a witness against you, and shall eat your 
flesh as it were fire. Ye have heaped treasure to- 
gether for the Last Days. Behold, the hire of the 
labourers who have reaped down your fields, which 
is of you kept back by firaud, erieth : and the cries 
of them which have reaped are entered into the ears 
of the Lord of Sabaoth. Ye have lived in pleasure on 
the earth, and been wanton ; ye have nourished your 
hearts, as in a day of slaughter. Ye have condenmed 
and killed the just : and he doth not resist you. 
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Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming 
of the Lord. Behold the husbandman waiteth for 
the precious fruit of the earth, and hath long patience 
for it, until he receive the early and latter rain. Be 
ye also patient; stablish your hearts : for the Coming 
of the Lord draweth nigh. 

Grudge not one against another, brethren, lest ye 
be condemned: behold, the Judge standeth before 
the door. 

Take, my brethren, the prophets, who have spoken 
in the Name of the Lord, for an example of suffering 
affliction^ and of patience. Behold, we count them 
happy which endure. Ye have heard of the patience 
of Job, and have seen the end of the Lord ; that the 
Lord is very pitiful, and of tender mercy. 

But above all things, my brethren, swear not, 
neither by heaven, neither by the earth, neither by 
any other oath : but let your yea be yea ; and your 
nay, nay ; lest ye fall into condemnation. 

Is any among you afflicted? Let him pray. Is 
any merry? Let him sing psalms. Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the Elders of the Church; 
and let them pray over him, anointing him with oil 
in the Name of the Lord : and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up : and 
if he have committed sins, they shall be forgiven 
him. 

Confess your faults one to another, and pray one 
for another, that ye may be healed. The effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth much. 
Elias was a man subject to like passions as ^e oiie. 
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and he prayed earnestly that it might not rain : and 
it rained not on the earth hy the space of three yean 
and six months. And he prayed again, and the 
heaven gave rain, and the earth brought forth her 
fruit. 

Brethren, if any of you do err from the truth, and 
one convert him; let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the error of his way shall 
save a soul from death, and shall hide a multitude 
of sins. 

1 S. Peter i. 13. 

Gird up the loins of your mind, be sober, and 
hope to the end for the grace that is to be brought 
unto you at the Eevelation of Jesus Christ; as 
obedient children, not fashioning yourselves accord- 
ing to the former lusts in your ignorance: but as 
He Which hath called you is holy, so be ye holy in 
all manner of conversation; because it is written, 
Be ye holy ; for I am holy. 

And if ye call on the Father, Who without respect 
of persons judgeth according to every man's work, 
pass the time of your sojourning here in fear: 
forasmuch as ye know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradition from your 
fathers ; but with the precious Blood of Christ, as of 
a Lamb without blemish and without spot: Who 
verily was foreordained before the foundation of the 
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world, but was manifest in these last times for you, 
who by Him do believe in God, That raised Him up 
firom the dead, and gave Him glory ; that your faith 
and hope might be in God. 

Seeing ye have purified your souls in obeying the 
truth through the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren, see that ye love one another with a pure 
heart fervently : being bom again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the Word of God, 
which liveth and abideth for ever. For all flesh is 
as grass, and all the glory of man as the flower of 
grass. The grass withereth, and the flower thereof 
falleth away : but the Word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And this is the Word which by the Gospel 
is preached unto you. 

I S. Peter ii. 

Wherefore laying aside all malice, and all guile, 
and hypocrisies, and envies, and all evil speakings, 
as new-bom babes desire the sincere milk of the 
Word, that ye may grow thereby : if so be ye have 
tasted that the Lord is gracious. To Whom commg, 
as unto a Living Stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
Chosen of God, and precious, ye also, as lively 
stones, are built up a spiritual house, an holy 
Priesthood, to ofler up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ. 

• Wherefore also it is contained in the Scripture, 
Behold, I lay in Sion a Chief Comer Stone, electa 
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precious : and he that believeth on Him, shall not 
be confounded. Unto you therefore which believe 
He is precious : but unto them which be disobedient, 
the Stone which the builders disallowed, the Same 
is become the head of the comer, and a stone 
of stumbling, and a rock of offence, even to them 
which stumble at the word, being disobedient; 
whereunto also they were appointed. 

But ye are a Chosen Generation, a Eoyal Priest- 
hood, an Holy Nation, a Peculiar People ; that ye 
should shew forth the praises of Him Who hath 
called you out of darkness into His marvellous 
light : which in time past were not a people, but are 
now the People of God: which had not obtained 
mercy, but now have obtained mercy. 

Dearly beloved, I beseech you as strangers and 
pilgrims, abstain from fleshly lusts, which war 
against the soul; having your conversation honest 
among the Gentiles ; that, whereas they speak against 
you as evildoers, they may by your good works, 
which they shall behold, glorify God in the day of 
visitation. 

Submit yourselves to every ordinance of man for 
the Lord*s sake: whether it be to the King as 
supreme, or imto governors, as unto them that 
are sent by him for the pimishment of evil- 
doers, and for the praise of them that do well. 
For so is the will of God, that with well doing 
ye may put to silence the ignorance of foolish 
men. As free, and not using your liberty for a 
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doke of maliciousness, but as the servants of God. 
Honour all men. Love the brotherhood. Fear 
God. Honour the Kmg. 

1 S. Peter iii. 8. 

Finally, be ye all of one mind, having compassion 
one of another, love as brethren, be pitiful, be 
courteous : not rendering evil for evil, or railing for 
railing: but contrariwise blessing; knowing that 
ye are thereunto called, that ye should inherit a 
blessing. For he that will love life, and see good 
days, let him refrain his tongue from evil, and his 
lips that they speak no guile : let him eschew evil, 
and do good; let him seek peace, and ensue it 
For the eyes of the Lord are over the righteous, and 
His ears are open unto their prayers: but the 
face of the Lord is against them that do evil. 

And who is he that will harm you, if ye be 
followers of that which is good ? 

But and if ye suffer for righteousness* sake, happy 
are ye : and be not afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled ; but sanctify the Lord God in your hearts : 
and be ready always to give an answer to every man 
that Asketh you a reason of the hope that is in you 
yrith meekness and fear : having a good conscience ; 
that, whereas they speak evil of you, as of evil-doers, 
they may be ashamed that falsely accuse your good 
conversation in Christ. 

For it is better, if the will of God be so, that ye 
suffer for well doing, than for evil doing. For 
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Ohrist also hath once suffered for sins, the Jnst &r 
the unjust, that He might bring us to Gk)d, being 
put to death in the flesh, but quickened by the 
Spirit : by which also He went and preached unto 
the spirits in prison; which sometime were dis- 
obedient, when once the longsuffering of God waited 
in the days of Noah, while the ark was a prepadng, 
wherein few, that is, eight souls were saved by water. 
The like figure whereimto even Baptism doth also 
now save us (not the putting away of the filth of the 
flesh, but the answer of a good conscience toward 
God) by the Resurrection of Jesus Christ : Who is 
gone into Heaven, and is on the Bight Hand of 
God; Angels and authorities and powers being 
made subject unto Him. 

I S. Peter iv. 

Forasmuch then as Ohrist hath suffered for us in 
the flesh, arm yourselves likewise with the same 
mind: for he that hath suffered in the flesh hath 
ceased from sin, that he no longer should live the 
rest of his time in the flesh to the lusts of men, but 
to the will of God. 

For the time past of our life may sufiice us to 
have wrought the will of the Gentiles, when we 
walked in lasciviousness, lusts, excess of wine, 
revellings, banquetings, and abominable idolatries: 
wherein they think it strange that ye run not with 
them to the same excess of riot, speaking evil of 
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yon : who shall give account to Him That is ready 
to judge the quick and the dead. 

For for this cause was the Gospel preached also 
to them that are dead, that they might be judged 
according to men in the flesh, but live according to 
Qod in the spirit 

But the end of all things is at hand : be ye there- 
fore sober, and watch unto prayer. 

And above all things have fervent charity among 
yourselves : for charity shall cover the multitude of 
sins. Use hospitality one to another without grudg- 
ing. As every man hath received the gift, even so 
minister the same one to another, as good stewards 
of the manifold grace of God. K any man speak, 
let him speak as the oracles of God ; if any man 
minister, let him do it as of the ability which God 
giveth: that God in all things may be glorified 
through Jesus Christ, to Whom be praise and 
dominion for ever and ever. Amen. 

Beloved, think it not strange concerning the fiery 
trial which is to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you : but rejoice, inasmuch as 
ye are partakers of Ghrist*s Sufferings ; that, when 
His Glory shall be revealed, ye may be glad also with 
exceeding joy. 

If ye be reproached for the Name of Christ, happy 
are ye ; for the spirit of glory and of God resteth 
upon you ; on their part He is evil spoken of, but on 
your part He is glorified. But let none of you 
suffer as a murderer, or as a thief, or as an evildoer, 
or as a busybody in other men's matters. Yet if any 
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man suffer as a Christian, let him not be ashamed ; 
but let him glorify God on this behalf. 

For the time is come that judgment must begin at 
the House of God : and if it first begin at us, what 
shall the end be of them that obey not the Gospel 
of God? And if the righteous scarcely be saved, 
where shall the ungodly and the sinner appear ? 

Wherefore let them that suffer according to the 
Will of God commit the keeping of their souls to 
Him in well doing, as unto a faithful Creator. 

1 S. John i. 

That which was fi:om the beginning. Which we 
have heard, Which we have seen with our eyes, 
Which we have looked upon, and our hands have 
handled, of the Word of Life; (for the Life was 
manifested, and we have seen It, and bear witness, 
and shew unto you that Eternal Life, Which was 
with the Father, and was manifested unto us ;) That 
which we have seen and heard declare we unto you, 
that ye also may have fellowship with us ; and truly 
our fellowship is with the Father, and with His Son 
Jesus Christ 

And these things write we unto you, that your joy 
may be full. 

This then is the message which we have heard of 
Him, and declare imto you, that God is Light, and 
in Him is no darkness at all. 

If we say that we have fellowship with Him, and 
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walk in darkness, we lie, and do not the truth : but 
if we walk in the light, as He is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another, and the Blood of Jesus 
Christ His Son cleanseth us from all sin. 

If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us. If we confess our sins. 
He is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness. If we say that 
we have not sinned, we make Him a liar, and 
His word is not in us. 

My little children, these things write I unto you, 
that ye sin not And if any man siu, we have an 
Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the Eighteous : 
and He is the Propitiation for our sins: and not 
for oars only, but also for the sins of the whole 
world. 

And hereby we do know that we know Him, if we 
keep His Commandments. He that saith, I know 
Him, and keepeth not His Commandments, is a liar, 
and the truth is not in him. But whoso keepeth 
His Word, in him verily is the love of God per- 
fected : hereby know we that we are in Him. He 
that saith he abideth in Him, ought himself also so 
to walk, even as He walked. 

Brethren, I write no new commandment unto you, 
but an old commandment which ye had from the 
beginning. The old commandment is the word 
which ye have heard from the beginning. Again, a 
new commandment I write imto you, which thing is 
true in Him and in you: because the darkness is 
past, and the true light now shineth. 
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He that saith he is m the light, and hateth his 
brother, is in darkness even until now. He that 
loveth his brother abideth in the light, and there is 
none occasion of stumbling in him. But he that 
hateth his brother is in darkness, and walketh in 
darkness, and knoweth not whither he goeth, because 
that darkness hath blinded his eyes. 

I write unto you, little children, because your sins 
are forgiven you for His Name's sake. I write unto 
you, fathers, because ye have known Him That is 
from the beginning. I write unto you, young men, 
because ye have overcome the Wicked One. I write 
unto you, little children, because ye have known the 
Father. I have written unto you fathers, because ye 
have known Him That is from the beginning. I 
have written unto you, young men, because ye are 
strong, and the Word of God abideth in you, and ye 
have overcome the Wicked One. 

Love not the world, neither the things that are in 
the world. If any man love the world, the love of 
the Father is not in Him. For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the 
pride of life, is not of the Father, but is of the 
world. And the world passeth away, and the lust 
thereof: but he that doeth the Will of God abideth 
for ever. 

1 S. John iii. 
Behold, what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that we should be called the Sons 
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of God : therefore the world knoweth us not, because 
it knew Him not. 

Beloved, now are we the Sons of God, and it doth 
not yet appear what we shall be : but we know that, 
when He shall appear, we shall be like Him : for we 
shall see Him as He is. And every man that hath 
this hope in Him purifieth himself, even as He is 
pure. 

Whosoever committeth sin transgresseth also the 
law : for sin is the transgression of the law. And ye 
know that He was manifested to take away our sins ; 
and in Him is no sin. 

Whosoever abideth in Him sinneth not : whoso- 
ever sinneth hath not seen Him, neither known 
Him 

Little children, let no man deceive you : he that 
doeth righteousness is righteous, even as He is 
righteous. He that committeth sin is of the Devil : 
for the Devil sinneth from the beginning. For this 
purpose the Son of God was manifested, that He 
might destroy the works of the Devil. Whosoever 
is bom of God doth not commit sin ; for His seed 
remaineth in him : and he cannot sin because he is 
bom of God. In this the Children of God are 
manifest, and the children of the Devil : whosoever 
doeth not righteousness is not of God, neither he 
that loveth not his brother. 

For this is the message that ye heard from the 
beginning, that we should love one another. Not 
as Gain, who was of that Wicked One, and slew his 
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brother. And wherefore slew he him ? Because hid 
own works were evil, and his brother's righteous. 

Marvel not, my brethren, if the world hate you- 

We know that we have passed from death unto 
Life, because we love the brethren. He that loveth 
not his brother abideth in death. Whosoever hateth 
his brother is a murderer: and ye know that no 
murderer hath Eternal Life abiding in him. 

Hereby perceive we the love of God, because He 
laid down His Life for us: and we ought to lay 
down our lives for the brethren. But whoso hath 
this world's good, and seeth his brother have need^ 
and shutteth up his bowels of compassion from him, 
how dwelleth the love of God in him ? 

My little children, let us not love in word, neither 
in tongue : but in deed and in truth. And hereby 
we know that we are of the truth, and shall assure 
our hearts before Him. For if our heart condemn 
us, God is greater than our heart, and knoweth all 
things. Beloved, if our heart condemn us not, then 
have we confidence toward God. And whatsoever 
we ask, we receive of Him, because we keep His 
Commandments, and do those things that are pleasing 
in His sight 

And this is His Commandment, That we should 
believe on the Name of His Son Jesus Christ, and 
love one another, as He gave us commandment. 

And he that keepeth His Commandments dwelleth 
in Him, and He in him. And hereby we know that 
He abideth in us, by the Spirit Which He hath 
given us. 
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1 S. John iy. 

Beloved, believe not every spirit, bat try the spirits 
whether they are of God : because many false pro- 
phets are gone out into the world. 

Hereby know ye the Spirit of God : every spirit 
that confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh 
Is of God : and every spirit that confesseth not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is not of God : and 
this is that spirit of Antichrist, whereof ye have heard 
that it should come ; and even now already is it in 
Ihe vrarld. 

Ye are of God, little children, and have overcome 
them : because greater is He that is in you, than he 
that is in the world. They are of the world : there- 
fore speak they of the world, and the world heareth 
them. We are of God : he that knoweth God heareth 
us ; he that is not of God heareth not us. Hereby 
imow we the spirit of truth, and the spirit of error. 

Beloved, let us love one another: for love is of 
God ; and every one that loveth is bom of God, and 
Imoweth God. He that loveth not knoweth not God ; 
for God is love. In this was manifested the love of 
God toward us, because that God sent His Only-Be- 
gotten Son into the world, that we might live through 
Him. Herein is love, not that we loved God, but 
that He loved us, and sent His Son to be the pro- 
pitiation for our sins. Beloved, if God so loved us, 
we ought also to love one another. 

No mBxx bjath seen God at any time* U ^e lo^^ 
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one another, God dwelleth in us, and His love is 
perfected in us. Hereby know we that we dwell in 
Him, and He in us, because He hath given us of 
His Spirit. And we have seen and do testify that 
the Father sent the Son to be the Saviour of the 
world. 

Whosoever shall confess that Jesus is the Soil of 
God, God dwelleth in him, and he in God. 

And we have known and believed the love that 
God hath to us. God is love ; and he that dwelleth 
in love dwelleth in God, and God in him. 

Herein is our love made perfect, that we may have 
boldness in the day of judgment : because as he is, 
so are we in this world. There is no fear in love ; 
but perfect love casteth out fear : because fear hath 
torment. He that feareth is not made perfect in 
love. 

We love Him, because He first loved us. 

If a man say, I love God, and hateth his brother, 
he is a liar : for he that loveth not his brother whom 
he hath seen, how can he love God Whom he hath 
not seen ? 

And this commandment have we from Him, That 
he who loveth God, love his brother also. 



1 S. John V. 
Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the Christ is 
bom of God : and every one that loveth Him that 
begat loveth him also that is begotten of Him. 
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By this we know that we love the children of God, 
when we love God, and keep His Commandments. 
For this is the love of God, that we keep His Com- 
mandments : and His Commandments are not 
grieyons. For whatsoever is bom of God overcometh 
the world : and this is the victory that overcometh 
the world, even our faith. Who is he that over- 
eometh the world, but He that believeth that Jesus 
is the Son of God ? 

This is He that came by Water and Blood, even 
Jesos Christ : not by water only, but by Water and 
Blood. And it is the Spirit that beareth witness, 
because the Spirit is truth. For there are Three 
that bear record in Heaven, the Father, the Word, 
and the Holy Ghost: and these Three are One. 
And there are three that bear witness in earth, the 
Spirit, and the Water, and the Blood: and these 
three agree in one. If we receive the witness of 
men, the witness of God is greater : for this is the 
witness of God which He hath testified of His 
Son. 

He that believeth on the Son of God hath the 
witness in himself: he that believeth not God hath 
made Him a liar; because he believeth not the 
record that God gave of His Son. And this is the 
record, that God hath given to us Eternal Life, and 
this Life is in His Son. He that hath the Son hath 
Life ; and he that hath not the Son of God hath not 
Life. 

These things have I written unto you that believe 
on the Name of the Son of God ; thai je ma^ k[iQr« 
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that ye have Eternal Life, and that ye may believe 
on the Name of the Son of God. 

And this is the confidence that we have in Him, 
that if we ask any thing according to His will, He 
heareth us : and if we know that He hear us, what- 
soever we ask, we know that we have the petitions 
that we desired of Him. 

If any man see his brother sin a sin which is not 
unto death, he shall ask, and He shall give him life 
for them that sin not unto death. There is a sin 
unto death : I do not say that he shall pray for it 

All unrighteousness is sin : and there is a sin net 
imto death. 

We know that whosoever is bom of God sinneth 
not ,- but he that is begotten of God keepeth himself 
and that Wicked One toucheth him not 

And we know that we are of God, and the whole 
world lieth in wickedness.

O Almighty God, Who knowest the weakness and 
frailty of our nature : We beseech Thee to give unto 
us Thy servants, whom Thou hast stricken with this 
sad visitation, such a supply of the graces of Thy Holy 
Spirit as may enable us to bear it with that himiility, 
resignation, and submission to Thy Divine Will, 
which become our Christian Profession ; that so no 
repining thoughts may find place in our hearts. 
Grant that we may not sorrow as those who have no 
hope. Let not our grief exceed the bounds of reason 
or religion ; but so temper it, we beseech Thee, with 
the consolations of Thy Holy Spirit, that whatever 
we may want in outward comfort, we may find made 
up to us in the inward joys of a good conscience, and 
a sure and certain Christian faith and hope. 

Make, we beseech Thee, the affliction wherewith 
Thou chastenest us a means of drawing us nearer 
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unto Thyself, and bless it to the good of our souls 
and our eternal welfare. Help us to search out, and 
stedfastly to set ourselves to remove all our offences 
agamst Thee, and to amend our lives. Teach us to 
set our affections on things above, not on things on 
the earth, but on those joys which never fade, the 
pleasures that are at Thy Eight Hand for evermore, 
where all Thy Redeemed shall be gathered into Thy 
Heavenly Kingdom to go no more out for ever. 

And so fit and prepare us for the great account 
which we must one day give, that when the time of 
our appointed change shall come, we may look up 
unto Thee with joy and comfort, and may at last be 
received, together with him whom Thou hast now 
taken from us, and with all that are near and dear 
to us, into that place of rest and peace, where Thou 
shalt Thyself wipe off all tears from off all faces, and 
where all our troubles and sorrows shall have an 
end. 

Grant this, O Heavenly Father, for Jesus Christ's 
sake, our only Mediator and Redeemer. Amen.

Glory be to Thee, O Lord. 

The Agony of Jesus in the Garden. 

When Jesus had spoken these words, and they 
had sung an hymn. He went forth with His disciples 
over the brook Cedron, to the Mount of Olives, 
where was a Garden called Gethsemane, into the 
which He entered, and His disciples. And Judas 
also which betrayed Him knew the place : for Jesus 
ofttimes resorted thither with His disciples. 

And when He was at the place, He said imto the 
disciples. Sit ye here, while I go and pray yonder. 
And He took with Him Peter and James and John, 
the two sons of Zebedee, and began to be sorrowful, 
sore amazed, and very heavy. Then saith He imto 
them. My Soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death : tarry ye here, and watch with Me. And He 
went a little farther, and was withdrawn from them 
about a stone's cast, and kneeled down, and fell on 
His Face on the ground, and prayed that, if it were 
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possible, the hour might pass from Him. And He 
said, Abba, Father, if it be possible, and all things 
fure possible unto Thee, take away this cup from Me: 
nevertheless, not My will, but Thine, be done. And 
He cometh unto the disciples, and findeth them 
asleep, and saith unto Peter, Simon, sleepest thou? 
What, could ye not watch with Me one hour? Watch 
ye, rise and pray, that ye enter not into temptation: 
the spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weaL 
He went away again the second time, and prayed, 
saying, O My Father, if this cup may not pass away 
from Me, except I drink it. Thy Will be done. And 
when He returned. He foimd them asleep agun, (for 
their eyes were heavy,) neither wist they what to 
answer Him. And He left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third time, saying the same 
words. And there appeared an Angel unto Him 
from Heaven, strengthening Him. And being in an 
agony, He prayed more earnestly: and His sweat 
was as it were great drops of Blood falling down to 
the ground. And when He rose up from prayer, 
and was come the third time to His disciples. He 
found them sleeping for sorrow, and said unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your rest : it is enough, the 
hour is come ; behold, the Son of man is betrayed 
into the hands of sinners. Bise up, let us go ; he 
that betrayeth Me is at hand. 

Jesus is betrayed and appreJiended, 
And immediately while He yet spake, lo, Judas, 
one of the Twelve, came, having received a band of 
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men and officers from the Chief Priests and Pharisees, 
the scribes and the elders of the people, and with 
him a great multitude with swords and staves, with 
lanterns and torches and weapons. Jesus therefore, 
knowing all things that should come upon Him, 
went forth, and said imto them. Whom seek ye? 
They answered Him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saith 
unto them, I am He. And Judas also, which be- 
trayed Him, stood with them. As soon then as He 
fc had said unto them, I am He, they went backward, 
r and fell to the ground. Then asked He them again, 
I; Whom seek ye ? And they said, Jesus of Nazareth. 
i^ Jesus answered, I have told you that I am He : if 
I therefore ye seek Me, let these go their way : that 
I the saying might be fulfilled, which He spake, Of 
- them which Thou gavest Me have I lost none. Now 
he that betrayed Him had given them a token, saying, 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is He ; take Him, 
hold Him fast, and lead Him away safely. And he 
went before them, and forthwith he came to Jesus, 
and said, Hsdl, master ; and kissed Him. And Jesus 
said unto him. Friend, wherefore art thou come? 
Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man with a kiss? 
Then came they, and laid hands on Jesus, and took 
Him. When they which were about Him saw what 
would follow, they said unto Him, Lord, shall we 
smite with the sword ? And, behold, one of them 
which were with Jesus, Simon Peter, having a sword, 
stretched out his hand, and drew it, and smote the 
high priest's servant, and cut off his right ear. The 
servant's name was Malchus. And Jesus answered 
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and said, Suffer ye thus far. And He touched his ear, 
and healed him. Then said Jesus unto Peter, Pat 
up again thy sword into the sheath : for all they that 
take the sword shall perish with the sword. Thinkest 
thou that I cannot now pray to My Father, and He 
shall presently give Me more than twelve legions of 
Angels ? But how then shall the Scriptures be fed- 
filled, that thus it must be? The cup which My 
Father hath given Me, shall I not drink it ? 

In that same hour said Jesus imto the chief priests, 
and captains of the temple, and the elders, and to 
the multitudes which were come to Him, Are ye 
come out as against a thief with swords and staves 
for to take Me ? When I was daily with you in the 
temple teaching, ye stretched forth no hands against 
Me : but this is your hour, and the power of dark- 
ness. But all this was done, that the Scriptures of 
the prophets might be fulfilled. 

Then all the disciples forsook Him, and fled. And 
there followed Him a certain young man, having a 
linen cloth cast about his naked body ; and the 
young men laid hold on him : and he left the linen 
cloth, and fled from them naked. 

Jesus is brought before Annas and Caiaphas. 
Then the band and the captain and ofiScers of the 
Jews took Jesus, and bound Him, and led Him away 
to Annas first ; for he was father in law to Caiaphas, 
which was the high priest that same year. Now 
Caiaphas was he, which gave counsel to the Jews, 
that it was expedient that one man should die for the 
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people. And Annas sent Him bound unto Caiaphas 
the high priest: and with him were assembled all 
the chief priests and the elders and the scribes. 

And Simon Peter followed Jesus afar off unto the 
high priest's palace, and so did another disciple : 
that disciple was known unto the high priest, and 
went in with Jesus into the palace of the high priest 
But Peter stood at the door without. Then went 
out that other disciple, which was known unto the 
high priest, and spake unto her that kept the door, 
and brought in Peter. And the servants and officers 
stood there, who had made a fire of coals in the 
midst of the hall, for it was cold : and when they 
were set down together, and warmed themselves, 
Peter sat down among them to see the end, and 
warmed himself at the fire. 

The high priest then asked Jesus of His disciples 
and of His doctrine. Jesus answered him, I spake 
openly to the world ; I ever taught in the synagogue, 
and in the temple, whither the Jews always resort ; 
and in secret have I said nothing. Why askest thou 
Me? ask them which heard Me, what I have said 
unto them : behold, they know what I said. 

And when He had thus spoken, one of the officers 
which stood by struck Jesus with the palm of his 
hand, saying, Answerest Thou the high priest so ? 
Jesus answered him, If I have spoken evil bear wit- 
ness of the evil : but if well, why smitest thou Me ? 

Now the chief priests and elders, and all the Council, 
sought false witness against Jesus to put Him to death ; 
but found none : yea, though many false witnesses 
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came, and bare false witness agiunst Him, yet found 
they none : for their witness agreed not together. At 
the last came two false witnesses, and said. We heard 
this fellow say, I will destroy this temple that is 
made with hands, and within three days I will bmld 
another made without hands. But neither so did 
their witness agree together. And the high priest 
stood up in the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, 
Answerest Thou nothing? what is it which these 
witness against Thee ? But Jesus held His peace, 
and answered nothing. 

Again the high priest asked Him, and said unto 
Him, I adjure Thee by the Living God, that Thou 
tell us whether Thou be the Christ, the Son of God 
the Blessed. Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast said ; 
I am : nevertheless I say unto you, Hereafter shall 
ye see the Son of man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of Heaven. 

Then the high priest rent his clothes, saying. He 
hath spoken blasphemy ; what further need have we 
of witnesses? behold, now ye have heard His blas- 
phemy. What think ye ? And they all answered and 
condemned Him and said. He is guilty of death. 

Then did they spit in His Face, and buffeted 
Him ; and the men that held Jesus mocked Him, 
and covered His Face. And when they had blind- 
folded Him, they struck Him on the Face, and 
asked Him, saying, Prophesy, who is it that smote 
Thee ? And many other things blasphemously spake 
they against Him. And the servants did strike Him 
with the palms of their hands.

Peter denies the Lord thrice. 
Now Peter sat without in the palace : and as Peter 
^as beneath in the palace, there cometh one of the 
naids of the high priest : the damsel that kept the 
loor. And when she saw Peter, as he sat by the 
ire, warming himself, she earnestly looked upon him, 
ind said. Art not thou also one of His disciples ? 
rhou also wast with Jesus of Galilee. But he denied 
before them all, saying. Woman, I am not. I know 
Him not. I know not, neither understand I what 
thou sayest. And he went out into the porch ; and 
the cock crew. 

And when he was gone out into the porch, another 
maid saw him, and said unto them that were there, 
This fellow was also with Jesus of Nazareth. And 
after a while came unto him they that stood by, and 
said to Peter, Sxu'ely thou also art one of them ; for 
thy speech bewrayeth thee. And again he denied 
with an oath, I do not know the man. 

And about the space of one hour after, one of the 
servants of the high priest, being his kinsman whose 
ear Peter cut off, confidently affirmed, saying. Of a 
truth this fellow also was with Him : for he is a 
GalilflBan. And he said to Peter, Did not I see thee 
in the garden with Him ? Then began he to curse 
and to swear, saying, Man, I know not what thou 
sayest I know not this man of whom ye speak. 
And immediately, while he yet spake, the second 
time the cock crew. 

And the Lord turned, and looked upon Peter. 
And Peter remembered the word of the Lord, how 
Q 
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He had said unto him, Before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny Me thrice. And when he thoi^t 
thereon, he went out, and wept hitterly. 

Jetiaz is brought before Caiaphas and the whole Jewisk 
Council, and is pronounced worthy of death. 
And as soon as it was day, the elders of the people 
and the chief priests and the scribes came together, 
and led Him into their Council, saying. Art Thoa 
the Christ? tell us. And He said unto them, If 
I tell you ye will not believe : and if I also ask yon, 
ye will not answer Me, nor let Me go. Hereafter 
shall the Son of man sit on the right band of the 
power of God. Then said they all. Art Thou then 
the Son of God ? And He said unto them, Te say 
that I am. And they said. What need we any further 
witness? for we ourselves have heard of His own 
mouth. And the whole multitude of them arose, 
and when they had bound J esus, they led Him away 
from Caiaphas unto the hall of judgment : and de- 
livered Him to Pontius Pilate the Governor : and it 
was early. 

Jesus before Pilate. 
And they themselves went not into the judgment 
hall, lest they should be defiled ; but that they might 
eat the Passover. Pilate then went out unto them, 
and said. What accusation bring ye against this 
man? They answered and said unto him, If He 
were not a malefactor, we would not have delivered 
Him up unto thee. 
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Then said Pilate unto them, Take ye Him, and 
judge Him according to your law. The Jews there- 
fore said unto him, It is not lawful for us to put any 
man to death: that the saying of Jesus might he 
fulfilled, which He spake, signifying what death He 
should die. 

Then Pilate entered into the judgment hall again, 
and called Jesus, and said unto Him, Art Thou the 
King of the Jews ? 

Jesus answered him, Sayest thou this thing of 
thyself, or did others tell it thee of Me ? 

Pilate answered, Am I a Jew ? Thine own nation 
and the chief priests have delivered Thee unto me : 
-what hast Thou done ? 

Jesus answered, My Kingdom is not of this world : 
if My Kingdom were of this world, then would My 
servants fight, that I should not he delivered to the 
Jews : but now is My Kingdom not from hence. 

Pilate therefore said unto Him, Art Thou a King 
then? 

Jesus answered, Thou sayest that I am a King. 
To this end was I bom, and for this cause came 
I into the world, that I should bear witness unto the 
truth. Every one that is of the truth heareth My 
voice. 

Pilate saith unto Him, What is truth? And when 
he had said this, he went out again unto the Jews, 
and saith unto them, I find in Him no fault at all. 
And they began to accuse Him, saying, We found 
this fellow perverting the nation, and forbidding to 
give tribute to CsBsar, saying that He Himself is 
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Christ a King. And Jesus stood before the Governor: 
and the Governor asked Him, saying, Art Thou 
the King of the Jews? Jesus answering said unto 
him. Thou sayest it. And the chief priests and 
elders accused Him of many things : but He answered 
nothing. And Pilate asked Him again, saying. An- 
swerest Thou nothing ? Behold how many things 
they witness against Thee. But Jesus yet answered 
him to never a word ; insomuch that Pilate marvelled 
greatly. Then said Pilate to the chief priests and to 
the people, I find no fault in this Man. And 
they were the more fierce, saying. He stirreth up the 
people, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning 
from Galilee to this place. When Pilate heard of 
Galilee, he asked whether the man were a GalilsBan. 
And as soon as he knew that He belonged unto 
Herod's jurisdiction, he sent Him to Herod, who 
himself also was at Jerusalem at that time. 

Jesus before Herod, 
And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding 
glad : for he was desirous to see Him of a long 
season, because he had heard many things of Him ; 
and he hoped to have seen some miracle done hy 
Him, Then he questioned with Him in many 
words; but He answered him nothing. And the 
chief priests and scribes stood and vehemently 
accused Him. And Herod with his men of war 
set Him at nought, and mocked Him, and arrayed 
Him in a gorgeous robe, and sent Him again to 
Pilate. And the same day Pilate and Herod were 
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made friends together: for before they were at 
enmity between themselves. 

Jesus again before Pilate, 

And Pilate, when he had called together the chief 
priests and the rulers and the people, said mito 
them, Ye have brought this Man unto me, as one 
that perverteth the people: and, behold, I, having 
examined Him before you, have found no fault in 
this Man, touching those things whereof ye accuse 
Him: no, nor yet Herod: for I sent you to him; 
and, lo, nothing worthy of death is done unto 
Him. I will therefore chastise Him, and release 
Him. Now at that feast the Governor was wont to 
release unto the people a prisoner, whom they 
would. And they had then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas, which lay bound with them that 
had made insurrection with him, who had committed 
murder in the insurrection. And the multitude 
crying aloud began to desire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. (For of necessity he must 
release one unto them at the feast.) Therefore 
when they were gathered together, Pilate said 
unto them. Whom will ye that I release imto you ? 
Barabbas, or Jesus which is called Christ ? Will ye 
that I release unto you the King of the Jews ? For 
he knew that the chief priests had delivered Him 
for envy. 

When he was set down on the judgmentseat, his 
wife sent unto him, saying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that Just Man : for I have suffered many things 
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this day in a dream because of Him. But the 
chief priests and elders persuaded the multitade 
that they should ask Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 
The Governor answered and said unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ye that I release unto 
you ? And they cried out all at once, saying, Away 
with this Man, and release unto us Barabbas. Pilate 
therefore, willing to release Jesus, answered and said 
again unto them. What shall I do then with Jesns 
which is called Christ, Him Whom ye call the King 
of the Jews ? And they all cried out again, Crucify 
Him, crucify Him. And Pilate said unto them the 
third time. Why, what evil hath He done ? I have 
found no cause of death in Him: I will therefore 
chastise Him, and let Him go. And they cried out 
the more exceedingly, and were instant with loud 
voices, requiring that He might be crucified. 
And the voices of them and of the chief priests 
prevailed. 

When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, 
bqt that rather a tumult was made, he took water, 
and washed his hands before the multitude, saying, 
I am innocent of the blood of this Just Person : see 
ye to it. Then answered all the people, and said. 
His Blood be on us, and on our children. And so 
Pilate, willing to content the people, released 
Barabbas unto them, that for sedition and murder 
was cast into prison, whom they had desired ; and 
took Jesus, and scourged Him. 
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Jesm mocked by the Soldiers, 

Then the soldiers of the Governor took Jesus, and 
led Him away into the common hall, and gathered 
unto Him the whole band of soldiers. And they 
stripped Him, and put on Him a scarlet robe. 

And when they had platted a crown of thorns, 
they put it upon His Head, and a reed in His right 
Hand : and they bowed the knee before Him, and 
mocked Him, saying, Hail, King of the Jews! 
And they spit upon Him, and smote Him with their 
hands, and took the reed, and smote Him on the 
Head. 

" BehoU the Manr 

Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith unto 
them. Behold, I bring Him forth to you, that ye may 
know that I find no fault in Him. Then came 
JESUS forth, wearing the crown of thorns and the 
purple robe. And Pilate saith unto them, Behold 
the Man! When the chief priests therefore and 
officers saw Him, they cried out, saying, Crucuy 
Him, crucify Him. Pilate saith unto them. Take ye 
Him, and crucify Him ; for I find no fault in Him. 
The Jews answered him. We have a law, and by 
our law He ought to die, because He made Himself 
the Son of God. 

When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he was 
the more afraid ; and went again into the judgment 
hall, and said unto Jesus, Whence art Thou? But 
Jesus gave him no answer. 
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Then saith Pilate unto Him, Speakest Thou not 
unto me? knowest Thou not that I have power to 
crucify Thee, and have power to release Thee ? 

Jesus answered, Thou couldest have no power 
at all against Me, except it were given thee from 
ahove: therefore He that delivered Me unto thee 
hath the greater sin. 

And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release 
Him : but the Jews cried out, saying. If thou let 
this Man go, thou art not Csesar's friend ; whosoever 
maketh himself a king speaketh against Csesar. 

When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the judgment 
seat in a place that is called the Pavement, but in 
the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation 
of the Passover, and about the sixth hour : and he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold your King! But they 
cried out. Away with Him, away with Him, 
crucify Him. Pilate saith unto them. Shall I crucify 
your King? The chief priests answered. We have 
no king but Caesar. 

Jesus is led away to be Crucified, 
And Pilate gave sentence that it should be as 

they required, and he delivered Jesus to their will to 

be crucified. 

And the soldiers after they had mocked Him, 

took off the purple from Him, and put His own 

clothes on Him, and led Him out to crucify Him. 
And He bearing His Cross, went forth into a 

place called the place of a skull, which is called 
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in the Hebrew Golgotha: and as they led Him 
ftway, they laid hold upon a man of Cyrene, by 
Dame Simon, the father of Alexander and Eufas, 
i¥ho passed by, coming out of the country ; and on 
lim they laid the cross, and compelled him to bear 
t after Jesus. 

And there followed Him a great company of people. 
Bind of women, which also bewailed and lamented 
Him. But Jesus turning unto them, said. Daughters 
of Jerusalem, weep not for Me, but weep for your- 
selves, and for your children. For, behold, the days 
are coming, in which they shall say. Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the paps 
which never gave suck. Then shall they begin to 
say to the mountains. Fall on us ; and to the hills, 
Cover us. For if they do these things in a green 
tree, what shall be done in the dry ? 

And there were also two other, malefactors, led 
with Him, to be put to death. 

And when they were come to the place, which is 
called Calvary, they gave Him vinegar to drink 
mingled with gall : and when He had tasted thereof 
He would not drink. And they gave Him to drink 
wine mingled with myrrh : but He received it not. 

Jesits Crucified, 
There they crucified Him, and the two malefactors 
with Him, one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left, and Jesus in the midst. And the Scripture 
was fulfilled, which saith. And he was numbered 
with the transgressors. 
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Then said Jesus, Father, for^ve them ; for they 
know not what they do. And Pilate wrote a tide, and 
put it on the cross. And the writing was, JESD8 
OF NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of the Jews : for the place 
where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city : and 
it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and LatiiL 
Then said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not, The King of the Jews ; but that He said, 
I am the King of the Jews. Pilate answered, What 
I have written I have written. 

Then the soldiers when they had crucified Jesns, 
took His garments, and made four parts, to eveiy 
soldier a part ; and also His coat : now the coat 
was without seam, woven from the top throughout 
They said therefore among themselves. Let us not 
rend it but cast lots for it, whose it shall be : that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, which saith, They 
parted My raiment among them, and for My vesture 
they did cast lots. These things therefore the 
soldiers did. And sitting down they watched Him 
there. And it was the third hour. 

And they that passed by reviled Him and railed 
on Him, wagging their heads, and saying. Ah, Thou 
that destroyest the temple, and buildest it in three 
days, save Thyself. If Thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the Cross. And the people stood 
beholding. Likewise also the chief priests mocking 
said among themselves with the scribes and elders, 
He saved others ; Himself He cannot save. If He 
be Christ the King of Israel, the Chosen of God, let 
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Him now come down from the Cross, and we will 
believe Him. He trusted in God ; let Him deliver 
Him now, if He will have Him : for He said, I am 
the Son of God. The thieves also which were cru- 
cified with Him, cast the same in His teeth, and 
reviled Him. And the soldiers also mocked Him, 
coming to Him and offering Him vinegar, and saying. 
If Thou be the King of the Jews, save Thyself. 

And one of the malefactors which were hanged 
railed on Him, saying. If Thou be Christ save Thy- 
self and us. But the other answering rebuked him, 
saying. Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou art in 
the same condemnation? And we indeed justly; 
for we receive the due reward of oiu* deeds : but this 
Man hath done nothing amiss. And he said unto 
Jesus, Lord, remember me when Thou comest into 
Thy Kingdom. And Jesus said unto him. Verily 
I say unto thee, To-day shalt thou be with Me in 
Paradise. Now there stood by the Cross of Jesus 
His Mother, and His Mother's sister, Mary the wife 
of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw His Mother, and the disciple standing 
by whom He loved. He saith unto His Mother, 
Woman, behold thy son ! Then saith He to the 
disciple. Behold thy mother ! And from that hour 
that disciple took her unto his own home. 

And when the sixth hour was come, there was 
darkness over all the land unto the ninth hour. 

And at the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eloi, Eloi, lama sabacthani ? which is, 
being interpreted, My God, My God, why hast Th.<w. 
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forsaken Me? And some of them that Btood by, 
when they heard that, said. Behold this Man calleth 
for Elias. 

After this, Jesus, knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the Scripture mi^t 
he fulfilled, saith, I thirst Now there was set a 
vessel full of vinegar : and straightway one of them 
ran, and took a sponge, and filled it with vin^ai; 
and put it on a reed, and gave Him to drink. The 
rest said, Let he, let us see whether Elias will come 
to save Him. 

When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, 
He said. It is finished. 

And when Jesus had cried again with a loud voice, 
He said, Father, into Thy Hands I commend Mj 
Spirit : and having said thus. He howed His Head, 
and gave up the ghost 

And, behold, the veil of the Temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom ; and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent ; and the graves were 
opened ; and many bodies of the saints which slept 
arose, and came out of the graves after His Resur 
rection, and went into the Holy City, and appeared 
unto many. 

Now when the centurion, and they that were with 
him, watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those 
things that were done, and that He so cried out, and 
gave up the ghost, they feared greatly ; and the 
centurion glorified God, saying, Certainly this was a 
Bighteous Man ; truly this was the Son of God. 

And all the people that came together to that 
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dght, beholding the things which were done, smote 
their breasts, and returned. And all His acquaint- 
mce, and the women that followed Him from 
Gralilee, ministering unto Him, stood afar off behold- 
ing these things : among whom was Mary Magdalene, 
uid Mary the mother of James the Less and of 
loses, and Salome, the mother of Zebedee's children, 
GUid many other women were there, which came up 
with Him unto Jerusalem. 

Jestis hangs dead upon the Cross. 
The Jews therefore because it was the preparation, 
that the bodies should not remain upon the cross on 
the Sabbath day, (for that Sabbath day was an 
high day,) besought Pilate that their legs might be 
broken, and that they might be taken away. Then 
came the soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, 
and of the other which was crucified with Him. 
But when they came to Jesus, and saw that He was 
dead already, they brake not His legs : but one of 
the soldiers with a spear pierced His side, and 
forthwith came thereout Blood and Water. And he 
that saw it bare record, and his record is true : and 
he knoweth that he sailh true, that ye might believe. 
For these things were done, that the Scripture 
should be fulfilled, A bone of Him shall not be 
broken. And again another Scripture saith. They 
shall look on Him Whom they pierced. 

Jestis is taken down from the Cross, 
And after this, when the even was come, there 
came a rich man of Arimathsea, a city of tk^ S^^^« 
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named Joseph, an honourable counsellor, and he 
was a good man, and a just : the same had not 
consented to the counsel and deed of them, but also 
himself waited for the Kingdom of God, being a 
disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear of the Jews. 
This man went in boldly unto Pilate, and craved the 
Body of Jesus, that he might take it away. And 
Pilate marvelled if He were already dead : and callmg 
unto him a centurion, he asked him whether he had 
been any while dead. And when he knew it of the 
centurion, he gave him leave, and commanded the 
Body to be delivered to Joseph. He came therefore 
and took the Body of Jesus. And there came also 
Nicodemus, which at the first came to Jesus hy 
night, and brought a mixture of myrrh and aloes, 
about a hundred pound weight. Then took they 
the Body of Jesus, and wound It in linen clothes 
with the spices, as the manner of the Jews is 
to bury. 

Jesus is buried. 
Now in the place where He was crucified there 
was a garden ; and in the garden a new sepulchre, 
which Joseph had hewn out in the rock; wherein 
was never man yet laid. There laid they Jesus 
therefore because of the Jews' preparation day ; for 
the sepulchre was nigh at hand; and he rolled a 
great stone to the door of the sepulchre, and 
departed. And the women also which came with 
Him from Galilee, followed after, and beheld the 
sepulchre. And there was Mary Magdalene, and 
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the other Mary, sitting over against the sepulchre, 
who beheld how His Body was laid. And they 
returned^ and prepared spices and ointments; and 
rested the Sabbath day, according to the com- 
mandment
